Grading Standards— It's Time to Stop Debating 

Why is it so many collectors talk about coins, yet few talk 
about moneyl Surely, only a small percentage are not con- 
cerned about what they spend on their collections. The rest 
of us must carefully weigh the merits of each purchase. 

It's not wrong to ask yourself if your latest acquisition is 
a good value; in fact, it can be a very important considera- 
tion. Nothing turns a budding collector away from the hob- 
by faster than being "taken" in an unfair transaction. But 
we must face one cold, hard realization: nobody needs to 
purchase coins. A collector needn't accept a bad deal sim- 
ply because prices have increased with inflation. We have 
no choice when it comes to life's essentials, such as food 
and housing, but buying a coin is a personal decision that 
is based on how much pleasure you derive from it. 

Collecting coins is fun and entertaining for everyone smit- 
ten with this wonderful hobby. However, an underlying fac- 
tor in just about every numismatic purchase is the desire to make a wise investment. It is 
this investment aspect that keeps so many people involved in the hobby. Take away that 
incentive, and a major portion of today's collectors would lose interest. 

If it sounds like I'm advocating lower prices. I'm not. Coin prices are based on supply and 
demand, and, like other commodities, they are self-regulating to meet market conditions. 
What I would like to point out is the grave danger in overpricing coins, which could kill 
the industry if not curbed. 

We would have few problems if overpricing was as easy to spot as it is in a grocery store. 
Grocery stores use a standard system of weight that makes comparison shopping relatively 
easy. For example, I can always tell that a 16-ounce can of coffee contains more than a 12-ounce 
can and that the prices should vary accordingly (although many people assume that both 
cans contain 1 pound of coffee). There is something about the use of numbers that erases 
any confusion. Sixteen ounces is more than 12 ounces, just as in coin grading 65 is higher 
than 63. 

But, when it comes to how many ounces in a pound or if "prime" beef is better than "choice," 
many of us forget, just as many collectors forget if "choice" is better than "gem" or "select." 
Add a number to the name and it becomes easier: "choice-65" is better than "select-63." 

That's why the ANA grading system uses both adjectives and numbers. Eliminate the 
number or, even worse, rearrange the adjectives (or add a few new ones), and mass confu- 
sion, overpricing and a serious loss of happy collectors will result. 

It's time to stop debating what the next change in ANA grading standards should be. The 
numismatic community has indicated clearly that it does not want changes but rather clarifica- 
tion, acceptance and conformity. The grading standards adopted by the ANA were proposed 
by dealers in 1976; not one word in Official ANA Grading Standards for United States Coins 
has been changed since then. 

Everyone seems to hold the ANA responsible for changes in grading, but in actuality it 
is the pricing of coins that has changed, and now some want to alter the grading descriptions 
to accommodate the new prices. Those of you who establish coin prices are warned to think 
twice before deliberately confusing collectors with your own grading vocabulary. We may 
just stop buying your coins. 

Both collectors and dealers alike need to air their views about these controversial subjects. 
To provide that opportunity, I have called for a Hobby Roundtable discussion at the ANA's 
8th Midwinter Convention in Salt Lake City this month. Subjects on the agenda include 
grading and telemarketing. I hope each of you will try to attend; if you're unable, send your 
ANA club representative to express your opinions.

George Ewing's article, "A Remem- 
brance of Jean Castaing," in the Septem- 
ber issue of The Numismatist thrilled and 
pleased me. 

Records of the Castaing family, located 
at the Manakin Huguenot Library in Vir- 
ginia, indicate that Jean and his brother 
Pierre were the only children of Rene Cas- 
taing and Marie Madeleine Helende Dam- 
piers. Their father was a page to King 
Louis Xm. According to unofiicial sources, 
Pierre was sentenced to death for heresy 
and refusal to recant his Protestant faith. 
Somehow he escaped and fled to England. 

Pierre was the first of the family to im- 
migrate to the American colonies, arriv- 
ing in Jamestown, Virginia, on July 23, 
1700, aboard the Mary Ann from London. 
He had married his first cousin, Made- 
leine de la Rochefoucauld, who accom- 
panied him to Virginia but died within the 
first year. Records indicate that Pierre 
eventually changed his name to Chastain. 
He died in 1728 and left a will naming all 
eight of his children.

Grading Problems 
Rooted in Terminology 

Until all grading services, dealers, news- 
letters and pricing guides come to an agree- 
ment on grading terminology and which 
numeric grade goes with a particular grad- 
ing description, there will be confusion 
and buying resistance on the part of col- 


lectors, investors and dealers. 

I'm referring primarily to uncirculated 
coins utilizing the numeric grading sys- 
tem adopted by the American Numis- 
matic Association. Almost every adver- 
tisement, newsletter and pricing guide is 
now using the numeric system to identify 
uncirculated coins (MS-60 to MS-70). The 
confusion and problems arise when an in- 
dividual author or dealer decides to assign 
his own verbal definition or label to a par- 
ticular ANA mint state number. If ANACS 
numbers are used, it is essential to use the 
corresponding ANACS grading criteria 
and terminology published in Official 
ANA Grading Standards for United 
States Coins. 

One of the most widely used pricing 
guides in our industry. Coin Dealer 
Newsletter, has taken it upon itself to 
change labels and definitions. Let's com- 
pare the labels and MS numbers published 
by the ANA and CDN. ANA labels MS-60 
"typical," and CDN labels it "uncir- 
culated." Not too much conflict here, and 
both give pretty much the same criteria 
for this grade. For the numeric grade 
MS-63, both sources give similar grading 
criteria, but (and this is where the confu- 
sion begins) ANA labels this grade 
"select," while CDN calls it "choice." 
MS-65 is labeled by the ANA as "choice"; 
CDN labels MS-65 "gem." 

The grading criteria for numeric MS-65 
are no longer the same in the two publica- 
tions, and the criteria for the label or def- 
inition "choice" also differ widely. ANA 
and CDN criteria for "gem" pretty well 
match, but now the numeric grades are 
two important grading points apart. ANA 
assigned MS-67 to "gem," and CDN de- 
cided to call it MS-65. In addition, CDN 
took it upon itself to call MS-67 "superb," 
a label not even found in the ANA grad- 
ing guide. 

To keep things in line, let's consider a 
particular coin, such as an 1878-S Morgan 
dollar. Using recent CDN dealer "ask" 
prices, an MS-60 is $64; MS-63 is $120. In 
MS-65 the price jumps to $990. Remem- 
ber, CDN labels MS-65 as "gem," and a 
true gem 1878-S is probably well worth 
the $990 asking price. But, with a "gem" 
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valued at eight times that of a CDN 
''choice" specimen, it soon became ap- 
parent that a large number of coins legit- 
imately fell somewhere in between as far 
as condition and value were concerned. 

To document active trading prices for 
this "in between" market, in March 1985 
CDN added a column labeled MS-64. Well 
and good. But how do you define this new 
numeric grade? Although CDN gives cri- 
teria for the MS-64 grade, it offers no 
definition or label. What do we call it in 
order to give a picture of its condition? 

The labels created by the ANA ("typ- 
ical," "select," "choice" and "gem") are 
important. They give the buyer an idea of 
the coin's condition and quality. The ter- 
minology actually defines the grade. The 
MS number is merely a convenient code 
for that verbal label and description. I 
believe the ANA's labels far more ac- 
curately describe grading criteria than 
those set forth by CDN. 

How can a collector, investor or dealer 
possibly determine the correct value of a 
coin when grading definitions used by a 
grading service and those used by a pricing 
guide are different? Here's a quick look 
at what's happening hundreds of times 
every day. A grading service such as 
ANACS grades a coin according to its 
established criteria and codes it 
numerically. The certificate shows only 
the grading number that matches their 
criteria. For example, MS-65/65 means 
ANACS graded the coin as "choice." We 
now go to a pricing guide to determine its 
value. Since the certificate shows only the 
MS number, one would naturally go to the 
pricing guide's MS-65 column. 

But wait! The prices in that column are 
for "gems." Which column do we use? If 
we use their column labeled "choice," 
we've downgraded the coin to MS-63, and 
if we use the MS-65 column, we've up- 
graded the coin to "gem." The result? As 
I stated at the outset — confusion, lack of 
confidence and buyer resistance. 

Investors and collectors are demanding, 
and deserve a grading and pricing system 
that is as consistent and standard as pos- 
sible in such a subjective area. ANA wrote 
the book. We've accepted its numeric 
system. Why confuse the issue? Let's all 
use ANA labels, definitions and criteria 
as well.

Byzantine coinage, con- 
sidered a link between an- 
cient Roman and modem 
European coins, is the sub- 
ject of A Selection of Byzan- 
tine Coins in the Barber In- 
stitute of Fine Arts by John 
Kent. The 80-page book 
chronologically illustrates 
and describes 124 coins 
from the Philip Whitting 
Collection in the institute's 
museum in Birmingham, 
England, beginning with a 
brief survey of Byzantine 
coinage and an examination 
of coin inscriptions. 

Using a style intended for 
the layman, author Kent 
describes obverse and 
reverse designs; lists inscrip- 
tions, weights and types,- 
and in some cases provides 
historical background for 
the coins, which represent 
emperors from Anastasius I 
to Manuel II.

Brenner Medals Reported 

ANA public relations 
director emeritus Glenn 
Smedley, who specializes in 
the works of Victor D. 
Brenner, reports two addi- 
tions to the artist's corpus of 
medallic art — a 61 x 80mm 
plaquette dated 1897 and a 
35mm medal dated to 1897 
or earlier. 

The extremely high-relief, 
uniface plaquette (Smedley 
#124) depicts Miss Esther 
Molly Jacobson (later Mar- 
golis) in profile with hair 
loosely braided, together 
with V.D. BRENNER / 1897. 
Smedley, whose catalog of 
Brenner's work appeared in 
The Numismatist (July and 
August, 1983; December, 
1984), notes Aat the 
plaquette is owned by Ruth 
Kaufmann, who is Esther 
Jacobson's daughter. "There 


is very little factual infor- 
mation available regarding 
this plaquette," says 
Smedley. 

"Mrs. Kaufmann does 
know that her mother at- 
tended the National Acad- 
emy of Design in New 
York, and it is recorded that 
Brenner attended evening 
classes there, probably at 
about the same time, as an 
incipient sculptor. The fact 
that the piece does not 
carry any identification of 
the subject strengthens the 
conjecture that no copies 
were made and that this 
piece was given as a favor 
to Miss Jacobson." 

A second Brenner piece, a 
24g Fencers Club award 
medal (#125), bears the 
signature of V.D. Brenner. 
The obverse shows crossed 
rapiers with fencing mask

The Chronicle of the Lodz Ghetto, edited by Lucian 
Dobroszycki and published by Yale University Press in 
1984, provides a moving account of life in Nazi Poland dur- 
ing World War H. Written by members of the Archives 
Division of the Judenrat (the leading Jewish authority in 
the Lodz ghetto), the narrative presents a day-to-day record 
that offers a wealth of new information about the issuance 
and use of money within the ghetto. 

Topics of numismatic interest include the counterfeiting 
of 2-mark notes of the issue dated May 15, 1940; the ex- 
treme shortage of small change that occurred during the 
deportations in Spring 1942; the 10-pfennig ghetto coins 
issued on December 8, 1942; and the 10-pfennig postal 
notes issued in May 1944.

The Numismatic Certifi- 
cation Institute (NCI) of 
Dallas has incorporated a 
new grade. Mint State 64, 
into its grading system, ef- 
fective January 1, 1986, in 
an effort to ''better commu- 
nicate to our customers the 
realities under which to- 
day's market operates," 
according to the firm's 
director, Mike Sherman. 

"Today's sophisticated 
market demands precise and 
numerous grade levels, as 
listed prices for top quality 
MS-65 coins have increased 
dramatically in the past few 
years. The spreads reported 
in the Coin Dealer News- 
letter between MS-63 and 
MS-65 have widened to 
such an extent that to give 
a knowledgeable numisma- 
tist a 1907 $5 Liberty and a 
choice between grading it 
either MS-63 (at perhaps 
$950) or MS-65 (at perhaps 
$6,100) is obvious market 
viability and MS-64 is a 
necessary addition to any 
meaningjful grading system. 
Without it, you continue to 
see levels which jump 
500-700 percent between 
grades. That presents a very 
distorted view of today's 
market."

Hoard Discovered 
in Ancient 
Galilee Synagogue 

A synago^ collection 
box containing more than 
500 coins, half of which are 
gold, has been uncovered in 
the ancient settlement of 
Merot in eastern Galilee, 
four kilometers west of Tel 
Hatzor, Israel. Archeologists 
found the treasure in a "col- 
lection box" carved in the 
floor of a storeroom attached 
to the side of the syna- 
gogue. The hole in the floor 
was closed by a stone plug 
fitting so tightly that it 
presumably escaped detec- 
tion when the building was 
suddenly abandoned in the 
9th century. 

The collection "sheds 
much light not only on 
Merot but on the Jewish 
settlements in Galilee in 
general," note archeologists 
Zvi Ilan and Emanuel 
Damati. "It is apparent that 


these were wealthy settle- 
ments, well organized and 
with residents able to 
donate substantial sums to 
the community." 

Weighing between one 
and four grams each, the 
coins range from 4th- 
century Byzantine pieces to 
a 19th-century coin from 
the Islamic Omayyad 
period. All were found in 
excellent condition and will 
be displayed by the Israel 
Antiquities Department. 

Swedish Note 
Brings $10,000 

An 1866 Swedish 100- 
daler bank note was the 
price leader at the Novem- 
ber World Bank Note Auction 
held during the Interna- 
tional Paper Money Conven- 
tion in Cherry Hill, New 
Jersey. Bid to $10,750, the 
bill is known as the Palm- 
struch note, named after 
Johan Palmstmch, who 
founded Stockholm Banco 
in 1657. 

The El Dorado Coin Gal- 
leries sale realized $60,000, 
and the firm's A1 Almanzar 
noted that most of the 
"better" notes went to in- 
stitutions such as museums. 
Best sellers proved to be 
Swedish, Russian and sealed 
Norwegian notes. Prices in- 
cluded $450 for an Imperial 
Bank of China 10-tael note 
listed as F/VF with "heavy 
center crease and a couple 
of small stains"; $220 for a 
1916 National Bank of 
Egypt 50-piastre note in VF 
with "sli^t soiling at 
creases"; and $130 for an 
1854 German 1 -thaler in 
fine condition with a "very 
small part off one comer 
and an ink stain." 

An 1854 5-reichsthaler in 
crisp uncirculated condition 
from the Duchy of Schles- 
wig-Holstein fetched $1,025; 
a 1798 Italian 10-ducati 
note in EF/AU was bid to 
$42; and a 1796 Nether- 
lands-East Indies 1-rijks- 
daalder in EF, with hand- 
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written number and four 
signatures, brought $425. 

A 1920 Portuguese 50- 
escudo ouro, ^'pressed but in 
nearly VF/EF/' garnered 
$270, and an 1839 Spanish 
'"200 fuertes de 20 reales 
vellon" in EF-AU with a 
handwritten endorsement 
by Jos6 Maria de Castillo 
sold for $85.

VOLUTION 

OF TASTE IN MEDALLIC ART 


CORY GILLILLAND lm3712 


W HEN I FIRST CONTEMPLATED 
the evolution of the American med- 
al, I thought initially of the great artists 
and their renowned medallic works, and 
how particular styles represent different 
eras. Such an approach, however, consid- 
ered only the best examples, not nec- 
essarily the entire scope of medallic art 
in America. 

My next inclination was to select med- 
als representative of distinct styles or 
categories of art, but the limitless varia- 
tions only complicated matters. Then a 
thought occurred to me. If I selected one 
or two medallic subjects that proved 
popular throughout the two centuries of 
American medallic art, would many ar- 
tistic styles surface? Likewise, would the 
artistic giants in the field still retain their 
prominence? Most important, would the 
evolution of taste be evident? 

I found that artistic trends were as evi- 
dent within a restricted subject as they 
were in an overview of American medallic 
output. Further, such restriction seemed 
to add to the validity of the approach, for 
my choice was narrowed by the subject 
matter and my presupposed ideas were ex- 
cluded. Yet, the evolution of taste was ob- 
vious, and, to my delight, the most prom- 
inent artists emerged. 

The subject I chose was presidential 
portraits, which have captured the imag- 
ination of artists throughout our history 
and that of other countries as well. In par- 
ticular, the images of George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln, America's first and 
sixteenth Presidents, embody much of 
what collectively has made these United 
States. As such, each carries the symbolic 
feelings and sentiments of the artist who 
created it and the taste of those for whom 
it was produced. 

American art historian Joshua Taylor 
talked of the dual meaning of symbols: 


"... the product for which a public 
symbol stands is more abstract, its val- 
ues more deeply buried in the mind. It 
does not simply stand for a known fact, 
but is part and parcel of the thinking that 
makes the fact a reality. One could argue 
that the fleur-de-lis, once simply part of 
a family crest, was not just adopted to 
signify France but through history be- 
came an element in the very definition 
of France, helping a varied population to 
see itself as a spiritual and political uni- 
ty. The symbol, in other words, is not 
just a label for an existing situation but 
is bom with the publicly held concept 
for which it stands.' 

As the fleur-de-lis is representative of 
France, so portraits of Washington and 
Lincoln are symbolic of our nation. 

Coincidentally, it was France that first 
gave America the standard image of our 
first President. This portrait appears on 
the medal "Washington Before Boston," 
engraved by Benjamin Duvivier, chief en- 
graver of the French Mint, under the direc-

tion of French sculptor Jean Antoine Hou- 
don, who executed the bust selected as 
the model. The classic, unadorned image 
has served as the ideal likeness of the 
Father of Our Country since its presenta- 
tion to President Washington in 1790. 

The reverse of the medal (Fig. 1), though 
the diagonal design is typical of the ba- 
roque style, lacks the dramatic, frenzied 
movement apparent in much of the art of 
the period. By not filling every available 
space, the artist captures the brief moment 
of calmness before battle. The result is not 
unlike that achieved by Ouvivier's contem- 
porary, painter Jacques Louis David, who, 
along with Duvivier, chose to override the 
flamboyance of the French court style and 
thus convey the tastes of a society in the 
throes of revolution. The independence 
they sought demanded a new mode of ex- 
pression and a modem interpretation. 

The French fascination for the Ameri- 
can symbol and its meaning also is evi- 
dent in a medal stmck in Paris in 1778 by 
order of the French philosopher Voltaire 
(Fig. 2). The imaginary portrait, reminis- 
cent of an ancient hero, served to portray 
the American President and the freedom 
for which he stood. 

The British also contributed to the Amer- 
ican store of Washington portraits. A med- 
al produced in 1796 and carrying the name 
of Wyon certainly has a British flavor (Fig. 
3). On this piece George Washington bears 
the demeanor of a British merchant who 
might have ordered the portrait, rather 
than that of a hero who rode to battle in 
defiance of the king and Parliament.

T he first Washington medal 

issued in the United States was de- 
signed in 1790 by Samuel Brooks for 
Jacques Manly of Philadelphia (Fig. 4). The 
piece shows nothing of the cultivation 
and experience shown by sculptor/engrav- 
ers educated in the European tradition. 
Rather, the artist rejected all refinement 
and flattery for a bold, direct statement 
that revealed what he thought instead of 
what he had been taught. The strength 
and potency achieved is not far from that 
realized in African sculpture and folk art. 
This type of portrait reappears in many 
popular forms of art in the late- 18th and 
19th centuries, and similar renditions can 
be found on engraved prints or etched 
glass flasks. 

With Washington's death in 1799, a na- 
tional cult of mourning emerged for the 
President who was "first in the hearts of 
his countrymen." A funerary um was pic-

tured on a medal in 1800 (Fig. 5) and, 
together with the willow tree motif and 
personification of weeping Virtue, re- 
minded the nation of the loss of its great 
hero and President. Similar symbols, as 
well as portraits of Washington himself, 
were carried over into personal mourning 
and became the vocabulary for depictions 
of death, whether in print, embroidery, 
paint or metal. 

John Reich, Assistant Engraver of the 
United States Mint, borrowed such motifs 
when he created a medal for the Washing- 
ton Benevolent Society in 1808 (Fig. 6). 
The monument supporting a bust of 
Washington was depicted in 1800 in a 
series of engravings by James Akin and 
William Fianson Jr. and was familiar as a 
symbol of the dead citizen-soldier. The 
design of the medal, which incorporates 
this image with the figure of a woman in 
ancient garb holding a liberty cap atop a 
pole and crowning the bust, takes on the

connotation of a free people paying their 
respects to a national hero. The symbol- 
ism is vast and speaks not only of death 
and liberty, but also of the philosophical 
tie between the classical concept of free- 
dom and that of the new nation. 

Reich certainly was aware of the ''peo- 
ple's art" and the array of mourning pic- 
tures. On a medal that evidences an affin- 
ity for the art of his contemporaries, Reich 
features the profile busts of Washington 
and Franklin (Fig. 7), reminiscent of the 
portrait studies by artist John Trumbull. 

Quite apart from Reich's medals but 
issued about the same time is a medal ex- 
ecuted by Webb and issued by Daniel Ec- 
cleston of Lancaster, England (Fig. 8). The 
medal marks a return to the baroque style 
of the 16th and 17th centuries, with a 
regal Washington outfitted in armor and 
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sporting an elaborate coiffure. The reverse, 
which shows a typical European version 
of the American Indian in a Hellenistic 
hipshot stance, further accentuates the 
courtly feeling of the piece and conveys 
a unique concept in motif and spirit. 

T he homespun ingenuity of the 

American medalist is perhaps best il- 
lustrated by a medal created by Charles 
Cushing Wright, who executed many fine 
portraits between 1824 and 1857. The 
piece, honoring Lafayette's visit to the 
United States, was overstruck on an 1819 
large cent and offers a framed portrait of 
Washington surrounded by the coin's thir- 
teen stars on the obverse,- Lafayette ap- 
pears on the reverse in the center of the 
cent's original wreath design (Fig. 9). 

Around 1840, W.H. Bridgens of New 
York placed Washington's portrait in the 
center of the "presidential universe" (Fig. 
10). In the past, similar designs employed 
a wheel pattern, but an image of Washing- 
ton occupied each circle. Since then, the 
United States had matured, and other 
Presidents appeared on the stage, with 

Washington being the first of many.

In the 1850s, Frederick B. Smith in- 
troduced landscape to the American 
Washington medal (Fig. 11). For the art- 
ists, the country's terrain during this time 
had taken on a certain importance and 
grandeur. Native flora and fauna were be- 
ing depicted on one-cent pieces, as well 
as by many artists who had taken a fresh 
look at the majesty of their country, 
whether it be Niagara Falls or the Rocky

Mountains. Mt. Vernon, Washington's 
home, was uniquely American, and, as 
such. Smith thought it fit to occupy the 
reverse of a medal showing a draped por- 
trait of our first President. 

Some Washington medals served a prac- 
tical purpose as well. One in particular de- 
picts the President on horseback on the 
obverse and a calendar on the reverse (Fig. 
12). The center of the piece was movable 
to facilitate determination of the day of 
the week. Pointing to this mid- 19th cen- 
tury antecedent, medalists of recent years 
encourage "viewer participation" by incor- 
porating movable parts in their designs. 

Anthony Paquet, who emigrated from 
Germany to become assistant engraver of 
the U.S. Mint from 1857-64, used the

standard Houdon symbol for the obverse 
portrait on his ''Washington Cabinet" 
medal in 1860. On the reverse (Fig. 13), the 
bust of Washington stands atop the Mint's 
exhibit cabinets as if surveying the coin- 
age he helped introduce and for which his 
wife, Martha, reputedly supplied the silver. 

In 1865, less than a century after the 
death of George Washington, the news of 
President Abraham Lincoln's assassina- 
tion startled the nation. Tragedy again en- 
gulfed the American public in a shroud of 
mourning. Chief Engraver George T. Mor- 
gan's bust of Lincoln is perhaps one of our 
most truly American portraits (Fig. 14). 
The realism of the age and the man stands 
unadorned — there was no need to adorn 
the figure with toga or wreath. Lincoln's 
qualities emerge from his gaunt face and 
boyish locks of hair to proclaim "this was 
a man of honor." 

France offered its condolences for 
America's slain President and issued a 
medal designed by Franky Magniadas to 
commemorate Lincoln in death (Fig. 15). 
Originally stmck in gold and presented to 
Mrs. Lincoln by a committee representing 
40,000 Frenchmen, the medal pictures a 
left-facing bust of Lincoln on the obverse; 
the reverse shows winged Victory laying 
a wreath at his tomb, and a soldier-farmer 
points out to a young black boy an eagle 
ablaze on high. The French motto "Lib- 
erte, Egalite, Fratemite" unites the two 
nations in sorrow. 

With the occasion of the American 
Centennial International Exhibition in 
1876, organized to showcase the country's 
commercial products, came medals reflect- 
ing industrial pursuits and, more impor- 
tant, the optimism of the century-old na- 
tion. Both Washington and Lincoln med- 
als were created for the exposition. One 
medal, designed by Danish engraver 
George Schmahlfeld, states optimistical- 
ly, "See How We Prosper" (Fig. 16). 

A California medal created in 1876 by 
Albert Kuner again highlights progress 
and features a period landscape from 
George Washington's time. His portrait 
floats above a rural scene that includes a 
stagecoach, pony express rider and sail- 
boat (Fig. 17). In contrast, the age of 
mechanization and advancement is rep- 
resented on the reverse, with a locomo- 
tive, ocean steamer and harbor vessel rac- 
ing past miners at work in the hills. The

vistas on both obverse and reverse are 
broader than that offered by Smith's depic- 
tion of Mount Vernon. In a similar man- 
ner, American artist Frederick Church, 
Kiiner's contemporary, chose whole vistas 
rather than one slice of a landscape. 

¥ N THE LAST QUARTER OF THE 19TH 

* century, financial management came 
of age in the United States, and businesses 
saw fit to commission the arts. In 1883 
the New York State Chamber of Com- 
merce commemorated Washington and 
the evacuation of British forces from New 
York City with the erection of a Washing- 
ton statue on Wall Street. A medal de- 
signed by Lea Ahlbom portrays the Presi- 
dent, backed by sunrays of glory and gaz- 
ing down upon New York's hub of com- 
mercial activity (Fig. 18).

Six years later, the Gorham Company 
issued a medal commemorating the cen- 
tenaries of the French and American re- 
publics (Fig. 19). Liberty, draped in flow- 
ing garb, springs forward in a typical fin 
de siecle stance, holding medallions of 
Washington and the Comte de Mirabeau. 
The reverse voices in French and English 
a salute to "all men, our brethren." 

The fame of Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 
one of the finest American medalists, is 
based, in part, on his vibrant Walking Lib- 
erty design introduced in 1907 on the $20 
coin. Although he conceived the design 
in the mode of Gorham's Liberty, he was 
not restricted to only one form of represen- 
tation and experimented with a variety of 
styles. His "George Washington Inaugu- 
ral Centennial" medal (Fig. 20), issued in

1889, at first points to his admiration of 
the Renaissance medal, but it also paves 
the way to understanding the dramatical- 
ly modem use of space, bold visual con- 
cept and powerful simplicity in his Indian 
Head portrait for the 1907 $10 piece. 

Heralding the 20th century, the Wash- 
ington Monument Association in Alexan- 
dria, Virginia, commissioned a Congres- 
sionally ordered medal to commemorate 
our first President (Fig. 21). The central 
figure's delicate femininity, subtle relief 
and softness demonstrate the influence of 
French medalist Oscar Roty and the art 
nouveau style of his time. For several dec- 
ades America's medalists would continue 
to be influenced by the romantic, swirl-

ing figures and hazy backgrounds popular- 
ized by this proficient artist. 

Among the medalists who spread this 
influence were John Mowbray-Clarke and 
Victor David Brenner. The dreamy ''log 
cabin to Capitol" representations in the 
background of a Mowbray-Clarke medal 
(Fig. 22) demonstrate a rather unsuccess- 
ful attempt at copying French medallic 
work. On the other hand, Brenner's Abra- 
ham Lincoln medal of 1909, long recog- 
nized as a masterful work, touched the 
heartstrings of America's people, for 
through the genius of Brenner's execution 
they saw the dignity of Lincoln's charac- 
ter (Fig. 23). The reverse of the piece is 
almost Wagnerian in concept, with an 
eagle symbolizing both America and her 
savior, Lincoln, who braved the storm in 
order to "Preserve, Protect, Defend." 

T he year 1909 was a signifi- 

cant one in American medallic art. 
The Circle of Friends of the Medallion 
launched a series of medals to encourage 
artists to produce medallic works without 
the artistic restrictions usually imposed 
by commercial commissions. In addition, 
the American Numismatic Society (ANS) 
hosted an international exhibition of con- 
temporary medals, allowing American 
artists to observe the best in international 
medallic art. 

A contributor to the ANS exhibit was 
J.E. Roine, who designed a medal for the 
Grand Army of the Republic on the 100th 
anniversary of Lincoln's birth (Fig. 24).

The piece, struck by Davidson's Sons In- 
corporated of Philadelphia, is more ro- 
mantic in concept than Brenner's Lincoln 
and perhaps finds a predecessor in David 
d' Anger's medallic work. The sorrowful 
yet resolute portrait is one not easily for- 
gotten. The technical execution of the 
medal is a tribute to the capability of the 
sculptor and to the technology of the re- 
ducing machine, a kind of pantograph de- 
veloped in the early 19th century. 

Bela Lyon Pratt was an ingenious artist 
seldom influenced by the artistic modes 
currently in style. His concept for the in- 
cuse Indian warrior on the $5 and $2V2 
gold coins of 1908 created significant de- 
signs in American coinage history. Pratt's 
1909 Lincoln medal (Fig. 25), issued by the 
Whitehead and Hoag Company, is unique 
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in its realistic quality and adds to the great 
store of fine Lincoln portraits. 

The following year, Henning Ryden's 
Lincoln medal (Fig. 26) provided a perfect 
example of the profusion of "the decora- 
tive and the decadent."^ The obverse 
depicts the philosophical President as an 
insipid but jolly man of the land. Perhaps 
his smile sets the stage for the incongrui- 
ty of the reverse design, which features 
personifications of the Confederacy and 
Union, enemies that had fought bitterly 
and suffered much, yet were reunited. 

The commercial market for badges and 
decorations provided many medalists 
with opportunities to use their craft. The 
Whitehead and Hoag Company employed 
numerous artists to execute badges such 
as the one worn by a delegate to the Na- 
tional Progressive political convention in 
1912 (Fig. 27). The medalist obviously 
tried to imitate the soft-edged French 
style, with Httle understanding or success.

A lthough many medals can be 

classified as art, others are not 
worthy of this noble categorization. One 
such example is a Lincoln medal executed 
by Adam Pietz in the late 1920s or early 
'30s (Fig. 28). Pietz was employed by the 
U.S. Mint under Chief Engraver John Sin- 
nock, with whom he often collaborated. 
In fact, the reverse of Sinnock's medal 
commemorating the bicentennial of Wash- 
ington's birth in 1932 is Pietz's work. Sin- 
nock's obverse couples a view of Mount 
Vernon with a Washington medallion 
(Fig. 29). However, the piece hardly re- 
flects the artistic excellence that Sinnock 
displays in other works. 

The hard-edged, conformed geometry of 
the art deco style so popular in the 1930s 
is evident in the "Capitulation of York- 
town" medal designed by Pierre Turin 
(Fig. 30). Washington's hair seems to imi- 
tate the swirling tresses of the art deco

maidens that often adorned movie thea- 
ters. The stiff rectangular collar stands in 
perfect opposition to the rounded shapes 
and curving lines of the profile, giving the 
portrait a sternness of direction and pur- 
pose, more emblematic of the artistic 
style than of Washington himself. A varie- 
ty of similar warriors pose on many 1930 
bas-reliefs and pediments on government 
buildings in Washington, D.C. 

Laura Gardin Fraser's portrait of Wash- 
ington found on a congressional medal of 
1932 (Fig. 31) possesses a great deal of 
merit and personality. Indeed, it displays 
more creativity than the portrait that won 
the competition that year for the design 
of the commemorative Washington quar- 
ter. Unfortunately, many U.S. medalists 
use this style as a kind of tracing board 
and, 50 years later, still look to this for- 
mat. Fraser's bronze medal also was 
struck in platinum for selected individ- 
uals, a specimen of which resides in the 
National Numismatic Collections at the 
Smithsonian Institution.

The bicentennial of Washington's birth 
also marked one of our country's worst 
economic depressions. This fact is brought 
to our attention by the metal content and 
reverse legend of a medal that reads "Hard 
Times Token," as did similar pieces made 
100 years earlier. The obverse features a 
portrait of Lincoln (Fig. 32). This type of 
"peoples token" was one of thousands 
produced in which artistic achievement 
was of no importance. 

By the end of the 1930s, Americans once 
again had reason to be optimistic about 
their future. A Washington medal issued 
by the Medallic Art Company focuses on 
that spirit of hopefulness (Fig. 33). 

After World War II, the work of Ameri- 
can artists took on a contemporary flavor, 
but unfortunately medallic art was slow 
to follow. Commercialism, along with the

great number of uninformed collectors, 
led the Franklin Mint to proliferate low- 
relief, shiny medals of limited artistic 
merit (Fig. 34). Regardless of subject, these 
medals can be identified by their mun- 
dane, mechanical, nondescript quality. 

Some contemporary U.S. medals, par- 
ticularly those displayed in expositions 
sponsored by the Federation Internation- 
ale de la Medaille (FIDEM), have renewed 
the hope that medallic art, too long stag- 
nant in the United States, is being revived. 
Artists once again are looking for new 
directions and innovative techniques to 
convey their American spirit. 

These examples of American medallic 
history, selected within the confines of re- 
stricted subject matter, allude to our ar- 
tistic highpoints as well as to the low 
tides of our taste. Both point to the diver- 
sity that springs from our country's varied 
heritage. Truly, this is America's unique 
feature and the source of her strength.

Mother of Our First Coinage

A portrait painted by Gilbert Stuart 
in the late 1700s depicting a woman 
with features serenely beautiful, yet 
amiably inexpressive, has adorned mil- 
lions of classrooms nationwide. The 
woman, with her white hair covered 
by a ruffled cap, a rather plain oval 
face, and stiff bodice modestly white- 
kerchiefed to hide a suggestion of 
plumpness in the shoulders and neck. 

For Mrs. Washington there 
were no legends — no cherry 
tree and hatchet . . . 


is none other than Martha Washing- 
ton, wife of the Father of our Country 
and Mint, George Washington. 

For Mrs. Washington there are no 
legends — no cherry tree and hatchet, 
no swearing on the battlefield at Mon- 
mouth. No one recorded whether she, 
too, knelt in the snow at Valley Forge 
to say her prayers, or revealed how she 
managed to fill the General's table 
when near-starvation conditions 
plagued the ragged Continental Army. 

Her claim to fame was obscured by 
the public's image of George's illustri- 
ous and colorful career. No enterpris- 
ing young reporter ever interviewed 
the wife of the first president, as social 
etiquette of the day dictated that 
"ladies" were mentioned only in con- 
nection with announcements of birth, 
death or marriage. Papers then restricted 
news coverage to the brevities of com- 
merce and politics, arenas that were no

place for women, especially those of 
her social stature. The press did ven- 
ture an occasional report about the 
Drawing Room receptions held by 
President and Mrs. Washington, but 
these were just brief accounts of mere 
social interest, that is, who attended 
and paid their respects. 

If she had been interviewed, reporters 
might have commented that Martha 
was not, in herself, a truly remarkable 
woman. Physically she was stout, be- 
coming more robust and less attractive 
as years went by. She had a temper, 
tried beyond endurance by the careless 
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ways of not only George, but also one 
of his nieces. Her attire was simple, 
yet stately — at a ball given in her 
honor in New Jersey, Mrs. Washington 
appeared in a "'simple russet gown." 

In her plantation home she proved to 
be a thrifty and industrious housewife. 
She could knit, cook, embroider, spin, 
weave, and play the spinet, but 
ironically she could not spell or write 
grammatically proper prose. She re- 
ceived no formal education, for few 
such advantages were available to 
women of her day. Her most outstand- 
ing characteristics were her strong 
natural sense of propriety and fitness, 
and her high moral principles. All 
things taken into account, Martha was 
a fair representative of the average 
American matron of the 18th century, 
with but one difference — she was the 
wife of the President and accordingly 
commanded respect. 

On June 21, 1731, at the family plan- 
tation near Williamsburg, Martha Dan- 
dridge was bom. As major landowners 
in Tidewater, Virginia, the Dandridges' 
position was secure. The basis of their 
social system was land and its market- 
able products, usually wheat and to- 
bacco. In colonial Virginia, women, for 
the most part, went with the land — 
they married early (often by prior fami- 
ly arrangement) and were expected to 
bear children, especially sons, in large 
numbers to ensure the land tenure. 
They also were responsible for the 
family's needs and performed the 
household chores. The boys usually 
went to college, while the girls rarely 
received any outside education. Such 
was the system in which Martha Dan- 
dridge grew up. 

Following her seventeenth birthday, 
she married Daniel Parke Custis, who 
already was past 30 but still under the 
thumb of a tyrannical father. Martha 
bore four children— the first two, girls, 
died in infancy,- the third was a son 
and heir; and the fourth was another 
girl, bom as Daniel Parke Custis sank 
into his grave. 

Now a wealthy widow, Martha was 
left to raise two very young children. 

A year later she met Colonel George 
Washington of the Virginia Militia. It 
was love at first sight. He proposed to 


her in July 1758, and after his return 
from an Ohio military campaign they 
were married on January 6, 1759, in a 
church near the Custis estate in New 
Kent County. However, the marriage 
did not please Martha's Tidewater 
caste, as the Washingtons from up the 
Potomac were outside the clan. George 
set out to win the approval of her rela- 
tives, with eventual success. In the 
following years, George and Martha 
shared a private life filled with separa- 
tion, hardships, tragedy and personal 
sacrifices — all in the cause of Ameri- 
can freedom and independence. 

At age 43, as wife of the new Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Continental 
Army, Martha Washington found her- 
self in the role of a public figure for 
the first time. From then on tears and 
private anxieties had to be left behind. 
The girl who once trembled at a "dog's 
bark" now traversed the New England 
countryside dodging British patrols to 
be with her husband at his winter 
camps. Into an atmosphere of disaffec- 
tion in high Army circles, discourage- 
ment from Congress, dwindling mili- 
tary supplies and desertion, Martha 
brought gifts from the heart to help 
brighten the life of many a dismayed, 
poorly clothed and ill-fed soldier at 
Valley Forge. 

Several times in 1777 she traveled 
by carriage without military escort 
over snow-covered roads to and from 
Valley Forge to bring Mt. Vernon's best 
provisions to General Washington's 
camp. She spent the dreadfully cold 
winter there, yet history only says that 
she did what she could, mostly mend- 
ing and visiting the sick. The true de- 
gree of her heroism and philanthropic 
deeds were never recorded. Final vic- 
tory lay three years ahead, and it cost 
her an even greater sacrifice — her only 
remaining child. 

On Christmas Eve 1783, the travel- 
weary Washingtons finally came home 
to Mt. Vernon for good — or so it 
seemed. A peace treaty had been 
signed, the war was over. Now was the 
time for a life of privacy and together- 
ness in the tranquility of their Virginia 
home. But up north in Philadelphia, 
the Presidency under the Constitution 
was being shaped. Unknowingly, the 
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Martha did not relish the 
idea of being First Lady. 
The social regulations and 
protocol annoyed her . . . 


Washingtons were directly involved. 

On a bright, cold April morning in 
1789, the Secretary of the Congress 
summoned General Washington to fill 
the position of President of the fledg- 
ling Republic. Martha was unwilling to 
again travel and become a public fig- 
ure. Her temper flared and she put up 
a terrible fuss, but in the end she re- 
luctantly left the comforts of Mt. Ver- 
non to become the first First Lady of 
the Land. When she reached Philadel- 
phia she made her one and only public 
speech; she stood in the carriage to 
thank her escorting troops and also the 
citizens. She did not, however, attend 
or participate in her husband's inaugu- 
ral ceremonies. 

Martha did not relish the idea of be- 
ing First Lady. The social regulations 
and protocol devised by the "Republi- 
can Court" annoyed her, and she often 
openly stated as much to her immedi- 
ate family and friends. In a letter to 
her niece Fanny, she wrote: 

I live a dull life here and know 
nothing that passes in the town. . . I 
never go to any public place. . . in- 
deed, I think I am more like a state 
prisoner than anything else,- there are 
certain bounds set for me which I 
must not depart from. . . as I cannot 
do as I like, I am obstinate and stay 
home a great deal. . . " 

Nevertheless, Mrs. Washington set a 
precedent for future Presidential wives, 
although protocol was much simpler 
than that observed by more recent First 
Ladies. Manha was glad to see her 
husband's first term come to an end. 

Washington's second term, which be- 
gan in 1793, saw the capital moved 
from New York to Philadelphia, where 
Martha appeared to be much happier 
and became more personally involved 
in affairs of state. Feeling less restricted 
by formality and ceremony, her own 
achievements came to light. Certain 


facts regarding her role as First Lady in 
Philadelphia, when combined with 
legend, paint for us today a miniature 
portrait of Martha Washington as 
"Mother of the Mint." 

Both George and Martha played sepa- 
rate yet vital roles in the birth of the 
U.S. Mint. George, dubbed by some as 
"The Father of the Mint," was, as 
President, one of the most influential 
persons calling for its establishment. 

He battled with Congress and urged its 
support of a resolution calling for the 
establishment of a Mint in the United 
States. At the opening session of Con- 
gress, January 8, 1790, President Wash- 
ington admonished legislators that 
"Uniformity in the currency, weights 
and measures of the U.S. is an object 
of great importance and deep personal 
concern, which I am persuaded will be 
duly attended to." So great was his 
concern that in six of his eight annual 
addresses to Congress he mentioned 
the currency or the Mint. Finally, on 
March 3, 1791, Congress resolved 
"that a Mint shall be established under 
such regulations as shall be directed by 
law," and "that the President of the 
U.S. be, and he is hereby authorized to 
cause to be engaged, such principal art- 
ists as shall be necessary to carry the 
preceding resolution into effect, and to 
stipulate the terms and conditions of 
their service, and also to cause to be 
procured such apparatus as shall be 
requisite for the same purpose." 

Yet month after month went by 
with little or no action. The resolution 
was not enough — legislation was 
needed. Washington again addressed

Congress regarding the matter. On Oc- 
tober 25, 1791, he pointed out the 
urgent need for action — problems with 
the existing currency were growing, 
and the scarcity of small change was 
especially disturbing to the poorer 
classes. He urged Congress to immedi- 
ately effect the resolution calling for 
establishment of a Mint. Once again 
his great presidential influence brought 
results. The Mint Act of April 2, 1792, 
finally gave full authority and respon- 
sibility to President Washington to 
establish the Nation's Mint. Under his 
supervision engravers were employed, 
coinage designs proposed, a site pur- 
chased, buildings constructed and a di- 
rector appointed. In short, George Wash- 
ington had fathered a Mint. His major 
duties now completed, the spotlight 
shifted to Martha Washington, Mother 
of the Mint and our first coinage. 

It appears that both President and 
Mrs. Washington preferred to begin 
with the coinage of half dimes, most 
likely to accommodate the poorer 
classes' desperate need for small 
change. Historical evidence notes that 
sometime before December 1791 a 
Senate Committee under the guidance 
of Robert Morris considered designs 
and asked several engravers to prepare

patterns for the half dollar and cent. 
The die beds were forged and hardened 
by John Harper, a saw manufacturer at 
the comer of Sixth and Cherry Streets 
in Philadelphia, and engraved by 
23-year-old Peter Getz. 

An image of the President appears 
on the obverse; as no dies were en- 
graved, the reverse of the pattern was 
left blank. Some of the copper pieces 
were stmck in the old coach house at 
Sixth Street. These "cents" were then 
distributed in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, where a storm of criticism 
arose over the "monarchial effigy" of 
George Washington's bust. The Presi- 
dent also disapproved of the design and 
suggested a head "emblematic of Miss 
Liberty" be substituted. A fine idea, 
but who would create this Liberty 
Head design and who would serve as a 
model? Legend has it that Martha 
Washington posed for the artist, but 
there is no written evidence to verify 
or refute this claim. However, if you 
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adopt the notion that she did, some 
facts seem to support this claim. 

Look closely at the profile of Liberty 
on coins such as the 1792 Birch cent, 
the 1792 half disme, the 1793 one cent 
with beaded border, the 1794 half cent 
with head facing right, and the 1795 
$10 gold piece. All exhibit very similar 
facial features— those of a striking 
older woman with long curly hair, a 
pronounced nose, a distinctive chin, 
and a robust neck and bustline. Com- 
pare them to portraits of Martha Wash- 
ington, especially those painted by art- 
ists John Trumbull and Gilbert Stuart 
in 1795. A faint ''model portrait" of 
Mrs. Washington can be seen. 

Compare the designs and draw your 
own conclusions, but keep in mind 
that if she wasn't the "model," then 
Mrs. Washington most certainly in-

spired some of the early artists' concep- 
tions of the emblematic bust of liberty. 

It is a matter of record that both 
George and Martha Washington in- 
spected our first silver coinage, the 
half disme of 1792. If the portrait on 
the coin did not resemble or honor 
Mrs. Washington, then why was she 
the only woman to attend the ceremo- 
nial striking? Being the wife of the 
President may have been enough rea- 
son, but it seems she wanted to view 
the by-product of what had once been 
her fine silver tea service! 

Written records verify that prior to 
leaving Philadelphia in July 1792 
George Washington deposited 100 
pounds of silver for his purposes with 
the Mint. Legend claims this silver 
came from Martha's melted-down tea 
service. If this is not true, from whence 
did the silver come — Washington's 
estate? Congress? Neither is likely. 

George Washington further alluded 
to the claim that the silver came from

his household in both his diary and his 
fourth annual address to Congress. . . 
"the 1792 dismes were made from sil- 
ver furnished by Martha and 1. . . " Ad- 
ditional evidence points to approximate- 
ly 2,000 pieces that were struck, with 
the Washingtons retaining about 500. 

(It looks as though George reimbursed 
Martha for her tea service after all.) 

If the evidence presented here is 
true, as fact and legend indicate, then 
it is fitting to conclude that both 
George and Martha Washington in dif- 
ferent ways played important roles in 
establishing a U.S. Mint. As president, 
George took an active, outspoken and 
up-front approach, while Martha re- 
mained inconspicuously influential. 

Perhaps President Washington real- 
ized from the beginning that a woman's 
touch was needed to produce the first 
U.S. coinage. His wife, knowingly or 
unknowingly, met the challenge, serv- 
ing as a model, giving up her silver, 
and approving the Mint's first finished 
product — the half disme of 1792. His- 
tory simply forgot to give her due cred- 
it for our country's first coinage.

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THE WASHINGTON QUARTER REVERSE 

A Die-V ariety Bonanza

For a span of 36 years (1937-72) the 
United States Mint maintained sepa- 
rate high-relief artwork, including at 
least one separate master die and 
master hub, for the reverse of Wash- 
ington quarter proofs. In the 17-year 
period from 1956 until 1972, this 
special proof artwork appeared on a 
few circulation strikes. During the four 
years 1969-72, these circulation strikes 
were produced by the Denver Mint, a 
non-proof facility. 

The first year of clad-proof produc- 
tion, 1968, saw the introduction of a 
second proof-only master die with 
modified and accentuated relief in 
selected areas. The original proof-style 



master die, slightly modified, and two 
different circulation master dies also 
were used for proof production in 

1969, thus resulting in four different 
proofs for that year. Denver specimens 
dated 1969 comprise these same four 
varieties, while the Philadelphia and 
San Francisco mints account for but 
one each (though not the same one). 

The simultaneous use of multiple 
sets of artwork led, not surprisingly, to 
dual-hub doubled dies in 1952 and 

1970. Because of the existence of two 
obverse master dies in 1952, including 
dual-hub varieties, there are six dif- 
ferent 1952 Philadelphia quarters, with 
four being proof varieties. 


This examination of Washington 
quarter reverses follows strict chrono- 
logical order. Because reference is 
made to many of the intermediate 
steps of coin-die production, the reader 
should be familiar with the normal se- 
quence of events used to produce a 
new coin design: artist's conception, 
galvano, master hub, master die, work- 
ing hub, working die and coin. Some 
of the intermediate steps can be 
skipped, as was done, for example, 
with the 1967 Canadian $20 gold piece, 
for which the master die or hub was 
directly engraved. Additional steps also 
might be inserted in the process, such 
as modifying a working die or hub as a 
new master, which apparently happened 
several times during quarter production. 

The exact and complete history of 
the varieties listed here may never be 
known. After studying the varieties 
over a period of years, I have applied 
Occam's Razor, which is similar to 
Einstein's observation that "'everything 
should be made as simple as possible 
but not simpler." Unfortunately, the 
net result is still rather complicated. 
Certain scenarios seem very logical, 
and I would be very surprised to see 
them proved otherwise. In these cases, 

I have used the descriptive term prob- 
able. In other cases that still pose 
substantial questions, I have used the 
term possible. In either case, I am in- 
terested in learning of any alternate 
theories and new discoveries. 

The 1937-72 use of high-relief art- 
work in quarter production is the most 
outstanding variation that has ever 
been published. Some occurrences, 
never before documented, I consider 
rather sensational, such as the proof 
die introduced in 1968 that obviously 
had increased relief only in selected 
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areas. Other varieties are rather minor 
and common, such as those made from 
the differing master dies of 1965. 

All master-die varieties known to 
me are listed herein, and the reader 
can accept them as suits his or her 
fancy. The numbering scheme pro- 
duces such terms as Variety nia2, 
which is interpreted as major group 
three (usually from a separate galvano), 
first master-die variety of that group 
(a), second sub-die variety (2) within 
the master-die group. The terms right 
and left refer to the observer's point of 
view (the eagle will have to shift for 
himself). Statistics of the relative pro- 
portions of circulating clad-quarter 
varieties for a given year are based on 
observations made in the Boston area. 

1932 

To celebrate Washington's 200th 
birthday, the Washington quarter was 
introduced as a circulating commemo- 
rative in 1932. However, production was 
continued on a regular basis in 1934. 

The original Washington quarter 
reverse used for pieces dated 1932 
through 1964 possessed very weak 
detail, althou^ the eagle is well 
rounded up from the field. Upon ex- 
amining a silver quarter, you will see 
that the wreath leaves have a faint 
outline on one side but none on the 
other side. The eagle's tailfeathers are 
another indistinct area, at least one 
weakness obviously known to the 
Mint, for an incuse line was added to 
the inner edge of the eagle's right wing to 
accentuate its outline. This reverse — a 
new design created from new 
artwork — is designated Variety 1. 

1936 

Following a 20-year suspension, 
proof-coin production was officially 
resumed, and the Variety 1 die was 
used for the quarter. Evidently, the results 
were somewhat equivocal, prompting 
the editor of The Numismatist to ask 
the Director of the Mint for a descrip- 
tion of the process used to produce the 
new proofs. Part of the reply, appearing 
in the July 1936 issue of that journal, 
notes: 


Proof coins being struck at the 
mint at the present time are made in 
every detail exactly as they have been 
in the past, namely, the planchets are 
carefully selected and each one 
struck individually on a hydraulic 
press and handled so that one coin 
cannot mar another. The dies are 
polished to a mirror finish at regular 
intervals. 

The difference between the recent 
proofs and those struck in the past is 
due to the difference in the design 
and the method used in preparing the 
master dies. All the present coins are 
made from sculptured models with- 
out retouching with a graver in any 
way in order to preserve the exact 
quality and texture of the original 
sculptor's work. This gives a more or 
less uneven background with less 
sharpness in the details. In other 
words, they are produced the same as 
small medals might be struck. 

As is generally known (and con- 
firmed by this letter), a proof die is 
polished before use and repolished dur- 
ing use, which wears away some of the 
die and results in loss of detail, espe- 
cially if the original detail is very 
weak. Evidently, our Washington 
quarter reverse was the worst offender 
in this regard because it was the only 
denomination for which a new die was 
made for proof production. 


1937 

The new proof quarter was made in 
1937, apparently by using a Variety I 
working hub as the new master hub, 
which carried the same image and 
relief as the finished coin. A massive 
lowering of the field was effected 
throughout the entire reverse. Indi- 
vidual letters or other features were 
thickened, thinned and even butchered, 
depending on how it was trimmed. 
The process is best visualized by 
imagining the conversion from low- to 
high-relief by carving the design, that 
is, by removing metal only. 

The final step involved retouching 
the margins of the feathers. This may 
sound rather crude, and indeed appears 
so under lOx magnification, but the 
end result was a high-relief coin, nice 
looking to the naked eye. So went the

• The relief is definitely higher on Variety II. Every letter and leaf is in higher relief, 
with sharp outlines and no indistinct boundaries. 


VARIETY I 



The leaf at the end of the arrow tips 
on Variety II extends above the tip of 
the upper arrowhead, while the leaf of 
Variety I is even with the arrowhead. 

The leaf at the end of the arrow tips 
on Variety II touches the arrow tips, 
while Variety I shows a gap. 

The top and bottom arrowheads of 
Variety I have barbs, while Variety II 
has none (more precisely, the bound- 
ary between the old and new fields 
overwhelms the barbs). 



• The leaf stem near the T of QUARTER curves up and away on Variety I; the stem 
stays close to the T on Variety II. 

• The leaf above the stem end above the T of QUARTER is definitely longer on Variety II. 
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• The E and S of STATES almost touch on Variety I, with a more noticeable gap on 
Variety II. 

• The N of UNUM has two straight legs on Variety I, which are dog-legged on Variety II 
(particularly the one to the left). 

• The M of UNUM is slightly left of IB of PLURIBUS on Variety I but is directly 
underneath IB on Variety II. 

• The loop centers of P and B of PLURIBUS are larger on Variety I. 

• The loop centers of the A's and R's in UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and QUARTER 
DOLLAR are larger in Variety II. 



• More than 50 new incuse touch-up 
lines are visible on the Variety II 
eagle. These include feather divisions 
on the wings and minor horizontal 
lines on the body between the legs. 
The existing hnes in the tailfeather 
area have been reworked, and the far 
left feather has an incuse center line 
that injjiany cases is so pronounced that 
it resembles two separate feathers.

• The leaf by A of DOLLAR is solid and 
flows into the A on Variety II (there is 
a high, solid bridge between these two 
elements); the leaf of Variety I does 
not touch and is rather indistinct. 
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making of the master hub, '"without 
retouching with a graver in any way." 
(Note that the incuse line outlining 
the previously mentioned wing was 
also a retouching, but certainly on a 
much smaller scale.) 

A master die was made from this 
new hub, at which time additional 
touch-up alterations could have been 
made, although I am not aware of any. 
The design is so radically modified 
that it has traditionally been known as 
Variety 11, but 31 years later we see 
that it properly should be termed Ila. 

High-relief dies are not desirable for 
business strikes because of production 
problems, including greatly shortened 
die-life, difficulty in bringing up the 
full relief and stacking problems. 
However, these same dies, with their 
ability to withstand repeated polishing, 
would outlast low-relief dies on the 
proof line and produce a much more 
attractive coin. Extra pressure and dou- 
ble striking brought up full relief with 
all the design showing. Thus began the 
modem mint system of using different 
artwork for proof and circulation 
strikes. Obvious visual differences be- 
tween Varieties I and II are detailed in 
Figure 1. 

The proof artwork of 1937 was used 
for all 1937-42 proof quarters. Inter- 
mpted by World War II, proof produc- 
tion was resumed in 1950, and again 
the quarter bore the Variety II (high- 
relief) reverse. 

1952 

A dual-hub doubled die, created from 
Varieties I and II in 1952, is termed 
Variety II/I (II hubbed over I). To make 
a working die for coinage production, 
it is necessary to press the working 
hub several times into the working die 
blank, and to anneal the die between 
these impressions. If for some reason 
the hubs have design variances, the 
mistaken use of the wrong hub for a 
later impression can cause a spec- 
tacular error. Examples of dual-hub 
errors include the modem overdates. 

Thus, from the use of Variety I and 
Variety II artwork, Variety II/I was 
bom. The new variety, after severe 
buffing, was used for proof production. 


resulting in rather special features. 

One of the earliest known of the few 
dual-hub proofs, the 1952 proof quarter 
is the only known proof example of 
dual hubbing of proof- and business- 
strike artwork. 

It also is the only proof coin with 
built-in scratches, the result of buffing 
presumably done to eliminate signs of 
doubling. Because the field of the coin 
is polished to a mirror finish, the 
scratches generally are visible only on 
the design elements. After some use, 
the die was buffed again, which re- 
moved some scratches, added new 
ones and further decreased evidence 
of doubling. 

After the die was placed back in serv- 
ice, a U-shaped crack appeared on the 
eagle's lower body. Because the die 
was buffed before first use, it repre- 
sents deliberate use of a recognized 
defective proof die. A purist might con- 
sider one of these coins a poor example 
of proof perfection. Detail is missing, 
the design is scratched and there is 
evident dual-hub doubling. Actually, 
many specimens also show machine 
doubling (ejection or strike)! Figure 2 
highlights visible clues for 1952 
dual hubbing. 

W.W. (Bill) Edwards has documented 
the use of two different quarter ob- 
verse master dies in both 1951 and 
1952. Variety I can be identified by ir- 
regularities in IN GOD WE TRUST, such 
as a long dimple in the center bar of 
N; a notch in the upper left comer of R 
(to accommodate the extra-long bar in 
the adjacent T); a notch in the bottom 
bar of E; and the center stroke of W, 
which extends above its end strokes. 

G, O and E also show hub doubling, 
but this usually is not detectable on 
proofs. In contrast, the letters of ob- 
verse Variety II are clean, geometric 
and well-spaced. The doubled-reverse 
die was first used with the Variety U 
obverse. After the reverse die was buffed, 
it was paired with the Variety I obverse. 

Unfortunately, many of the 1952 
dual-hub clues are clearly visible only 
in the early stages of die life. Succes- 
sive polishing of the reverse removed 
much evidence of doubling-^ Stage one 
and two differences include: stage -one 
reverse has a Variety II obverse, while 
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stage-two reverse has a Variety I 
obverse; the doubling of L of PLURIBUS 
is much less obvious on stage-two 
coins (late stage-two pieces may not 
show this at all ); stage two has a U-shaped 
crack on the eagle's body between its legs 
(this die crack need not necessarily 
have occurred at the beginning of stage 
two, but I have no evidence to the 
contrary as yet); and the gap between E 
and S of STATES becomes wider on late 
stage-two coins, giving the appearance 
of a normal proof. 

As far as die pairing is concerned, 

1952 is a banner year for master-die 
variety collectors. Four different proof 
quarters (Variety I and II obverses 
paired with Variety n and II/I reverses) 
surfaced out of a mintage of only 
81,980. Variety I and II obverse pair- 
ings with the Variety I circulation- 
strike reverse adds two more varieties 
for Philadelphia, while similar circu- 
lation-strike pairs for the two branch 
mints brings the total to ten different 
1952 quarters! 

1956 

Made from "proof" artwork dies, a 
few Philadelphia circulation strikes ap- 
peared in 1956. They are not proofs 
themselves because the dies were not 
polished before use. How this hap- 
pened is somewhat of a mystery, but I 
can easily believe the reason was "cost ef- 
fectiveness." Perhaps prospective proof 
dies were found unfit for quality work 
but were sent to the production floor, 
with or without the concurrence of 
mint officials. Another possibility in- 
volves the use of worn-out proof dies, 
but this has been fervently denied by 
the mint (as least regarding this time 
period). While we have shown that the 
deliberate manufacture of high-relief 
dies for circulation strikes is unprof- 
itable, it would be cheaper to use high- 
relief dies that are already made rather 
than throw them away. 

Some of the 1956 circulation strikes 
of the high-relief type have missing 
detail, perhaps most noticeable in the 
eagle's tail and the leaf in the angle of 
the two stems above T of QUARTER. I 
find myself wondering if one of the 
hubbing steps was skipped. It would ap- 


pear that only this somewhat defective 
die or one other die was used for the 
"proof artwork" circulation strikes. 
These 1956 business-strike Variety 11 
pieces are the scarcest in the silver series. 

The use of proof artwork for circu- 
lation strikes continued from 1956 
through 1964. According to Bill Edwards, 
5 percent of the 1957 Philadelphia cir- 
culation strikes were of the high-relief 
variety (approximately 2,500,000 
coins). Were it not for the great silver 
melt, today these would be the most 
common of the Variety II business 
strikes. Because 1958 was recognized 
as a low mintage year for Philadelphia, 
it is possible that Variety II coins of 
that year may be the most common 
(originally they were the second- 
scarcest Variety II circulation strikes). 

Interesting sidelights of this era are 
the 1959 and 1960 mint sets. All 1959 
sets I've seen contain the Philadelphia 
Variety II quarter, as do some I960 
sets. (Incidentally, the 1959 mint sets 
also contain the 1959 Philadelphia 
"proof" artwork half dollar.) There 
have been reports of pre-1956 Variety n 
quarters found in circulation, but until 
I see one in a high enough grade to 
prove otherwise, I am assuming them 
to be circulated "escaped" proofs. Dur- 
ing 1963, certain Variety II business 
strikes, struck with the reverse slightly 
misaligned, show a weakness in the 
area of the arrow tips. There seems to 
be a gap between the arrow tips and 
leaf, and the barb almost reappears. 

Variety II coins also appear to be 
wedge-shaped with respect to edge 
thickness. A stacked quantity (all fac- 
ing the same way) slants across the top 
of the pile. 

1965 

The arrival of clad coins and new 
galvanos for the quarter occurred in 
1965, again accompanied by the 
suspension of proof coinage. The new 
reverse Variety III of this year was the 
clearest design to date, although it is 
the lowest in relief. You can think of 
it as a two-dimensional drawing rather 
than a three-dimensional sculpture. 

Leaf centers have detail for the first 
time. (These quarters also have stack- 
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. The base of ES of STATES has a close gap similar to regular-issue quarters This is very 
distinct on all coins except those produced at the very end of this particular die s lite. 
Closer examination shows doubling on both letter tips. This split-serif doubling is 
typical of hub doubling. 

• The bottom bar of L of PLURIBUS shows a strong image below and slightly to the 
right of the letter. Unfortunately, this is only readily visible on coins struck during 
the early stage of the die's life. 

• The center holes of the A's of AMERICA clearly show the smaller Variety I holes 
within them. 

• The top bar of the F in OF shows doubling at the tip, with definite separation between 
the double images. 


. The upper side of the stem-end above the T of QUARTER shows a minor amount of 
doubling. 

• The upper left of R of DOLLAR shows an image of the serif-like extension visible on 
regular-issue quarters. 

• The center holes of the R's of QUARTER are completely doubled around the inside 
edge. 

• The upper-right leg of A of QUARTER has an image to the left, visible in the center 
hole of A.

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• The lower right edges of the vertical 
elements of UNI are sufficiently 
narrowed on the Variety II hub to 
clearly expose the wider Variety I let- 
ters beneath.

• Faint scratch marks are visible, 
mostly as arcs of concentric circles on 
the eagle's wing, wreath leaves, tail- 
feathers, and in the field under the 
cross-bar of the first A of AMERICA 
and just above the intersection of the 
wreath stems.

ing problems; they will teeter when 
two obverses meet.) Variety III shows a 
number of differences when compared 
with the silver-era Variety I and II 
coins, as illustrated by Figure 3. 

With clad and silver production con- 
tinuing simultaneously but at different 
mints, the possibility of a mixup existed 
and did, in fact, happen. A D mint- 
mark was added to a reverse die of the 


clad design, which was used at Denver 
to produce silver quarters. Of course, 
because of the date freeze, it was 
paired with a 1964 obverse. This scarce 
(perhaps very scarce considering the 
silver melt) Variety III quarter is very 
sharply struck compared to ordinary 
silver quarters and, because of the 
relative softness of silver, is even 
sharper than the clad strikes.

• The eagle has six-feather wings rather than the five found on earlier varieties. 
However, an incomplete dividing line delineating the sixth feather can be detected on 
Varieties I and II. The dividing line on Variety III is longer and stronger and not apt 
to be confused with previous versions. 

• No incuse outline of the X-band on the arrow bundle between the eagle s legs. 

• Center lines of the tailfeathers are in relief. 

• Wreath leaves are distinct and show more noticeably cupped centers. 

• Pointed leaf tip extends to the right of the last tailfeather. The end of the arc of 
tailfeathers, which does not closely approach the arrows, almost seenis to blend into 
the arrows. Variety II has a truncated leaf that looks like its tip was hacked oft; it 
does not reach the tailfeathers. Variety I is so indistinct that the shai>e of the leaf 
cannot be discerned, although evidently the intention was the same as Variety II (see 
the galvano illustration on page 1194 of the May 1981 issue of The Numismatist). 
This is probably the nearest thing to an actual design change on Variety III. 


Thus, for the first time in years 
three separate, widely-differing master 
dies were used to produce circulating 
varieties with the same date. However, 
it's not likely that all were minted in 
the same calendar year. John Hinkle of 
Kentucky and Bill Edwards examined 
280,000 1964-D quarters in 1966 and 
found only 23 matching the clad Vari- 
ety III reverse (less than one in 12,000). 
All featured the same die characteristics. 

Strangely enough, there are two 
slightly different master-die varieties of 
the 1965 quarter, the existence of 
which became known only during (and 
as a result of) the writing of this arti- 
cle. Variety IIIo ("o" for original) is 


probably the precursor, since it was 
used for the 1964-D Variety III quarter 
and the first 1965 quarter that I ob- 
tained in the original release. Variety 
IIIo was used for about 5 percent of 
1965 production and about 1 percent of 
1967 production, and is surprisingly 
scarce for 1966-dated coinage. The 
other reverse is termed Variety Ilia 
("'a" for the first variety of clad 
quarters that I was aware of when I 
started this documentation). The differ- 
ences are shown in Figure 4. 

The reason for two master dies is 
unknown to me. Possible answers 
might include the unprecedented need 
for an enormous quantity of quarters 
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to replace the silver issues in circula- 
tion. Perhaps the mint used multiple 
master dies to simultaneously produce 
more working hubs. Perhaps the 
original master die broke early in the 
game and had to be replaced, but not 
before leaving behind a quantity of 
completed working hubs. A third and 
more likely theory is that the mint 
recognized the right half of E PLURffiUS 
UNUM as a weak area. (On many clad 
quarters, even recent dates, this area 
can be very weak after extended die 
use. It is opposite the base of Washing- 
ton's bust on the obverse, which has 
such high relief that it absorbs much 
of the metal flow.) A new master die 
may have been made with a narrower 
and deeper E PLURIBUS UNUM to 
counteract this. 

A tremendous quantity of reverse 
Variety Ilia quarters were produced 
from 1965 to 1969. Many of these 
quarters show subtle differences be- 
tween dies. On Variety Ilia, the outline 
of the inside edge of the right wing is 
still weak. On some quarters from all 
five years this wing edge can be found 


outlined by an incuse line. A strong 
line along the lower part of the wing is 
so common that it may have been added 
to a master hub (possibly a second- 
ary master). 

On other early-stage quarters the 
outlining is decidedly different, strongly 
suggesting that the incuse retouching 
was done on working hubs, a practice 
usually frowned upon by the mint. On 
some coins additional incuse outlining 
can be seen on the underside of the 
left wing at the point where it meets 
the eagle's leg. 

This quarter reverse, with the incuse 
right-wing line, is termed Variety Illal, 
as opposed to no incuse line on the 
unretouched Variety Illal. (The incuse 
design on the coin, and hub, is pro- 
duced by relief on the die. If it wears 
off, or is polished off, any coins then 
struck will look like Illal specimens.) 
Although it may not be possible to dis- 
tinguish the coins in all cases, I am 
convinced that both kinds exist. No 
other clad-quarter variety has this 
incuse line. Some of the Ilia coins also 
show what seem to be added relief

• Variety IIIo shows a definite raised 
border above the field at the inside 
edge of the left horizontal wing where 
it joins the eagle's body. Ilia has a 
much weaker, often open, outline. 
This distinction is very obvious to the 
unaided eye, perhaps more so than 
with magnification. 

• E PLURIBUS UNUM is flat and thick on 
Variety IIIo but is in high relief and 
clearly thinner on Ilia. 


• The right leg of N of UNUM is thicker 
than the left leg on Variety Ilia, but 
both legs are the same width on IIIo. 
In addition, the inside top of the right 
leg has a serif on IIIo, while Ilia has 
no serif and the top of the leg slopes 
up to the right. 


• The left leg of N of UNUM is slightly 
concave on Ilia, slightly convex on 
IIIo.

• The inside edge of the top of Q of QUARTER shows strong doubling, which remains 
visible even on well-circulated pieces. 

• The underside of the second leaf above Q of QUARTER, proceeding radially (the third 
leaf above U of QUARTER proceeding vertically), shows considerable doubling and the 
appearance of strong retouching. The exact mechanism for this is a mystery could 
hubs of two slightly different designs have been used? 

• Additional hub doubling includes the undersides of the upper horizontal of T and E of 
QUARTER and the rim-facing sides of all leaves in the left half of the wreath. 

• The leaf to the right of the arrow feathers is sharper and longer than that on any 
previous Variety III. 

• The insides of the extreme wing tips are not outlined as well as in previous Variety 
III issues. This area on Variety III is by no means sharp, but Illb is less distinct in 
this regard than either of the earlier clad issues. 


• The underside of the eagle's left wing, 
where it joins the body, is sharper. In 
this respect it is similar to IIIo but is 
sharper still. 

• The inside edge of the eagle's right 
wing is sharper. However, the lower 
portion of this area has a tendency to 
be obliterated by die clashing. 

• E PLURIBUS UNUM is similar to 
Variety IIIo although a bit higher in 
relief. 
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lines at the fourth and fifth feather 
division lines out from the body of the 
left wing. 

1967 

In 1967 appeared a third master die 
from the clad galvano — sharper still 
than either IIIo or Ilia and with mas- 
ter-die doubling. This die appears to 
have been made from a combination of 
two hubs of slightly different diameter, 
with the smaller hub impressed last 
and very slightly northeast of center. 
Since it is difficult to imagine a master 
hub shrinking between hubbings, it ap- 
pears that a subtle and yet-unexplained 
sequence of events was involved. This 
variety, which we have named Illb, 
seems to be a sharpened version of 
IIIo. Figure 5 describes how its charac- 
teristics differ from those of Varieties 
IIIo and Ilia. 

Actually, for diagnostic purposes you 
should stick to the doubling evidence 
(for what has so far been a sure-bet Illb 
example, use a 1969 Philadelphia 
quarter). The 1967 Illb specimens are 
somewhat scarce, a few tenths of 1 per- 
cent of the 1967 mintage. Although it 
is not a very noticeable variety and 
probably never will be mentioned in 
the Red Book, the 1967 issue's in- 
fluence extends until 1975. We shall 
see that two other master dies were 
made somehow from this variety and 
that doubling appears on both of them. 

1968 

The production of proof coinage was 
resumed in 1968. Quarter proofs in- 
clude IIIa2 and Illb artwork. Some look 
like Illal, but I despair of proving it. 

All are only a small minority of the 
1968 proofs, perhaps 1 percent Ilia and 
2 percent Illb. Apparently the 1936 ex- 
perience of using regular quarter re- 
verse artwork for proof production was 
repeated, for suddenly there appeared a 
new master die for proof production 
that clearly is closely related to 
Variety Illb. 

In fact, it seems the new master was 
created from a nib working hub, for it 
has the same doubling. But instead of 
being completely redone (as in the case 
of Variety II from Variety I), only 


selected areas have been reworked. 
Again this was accomplished by lower- 
ing the field in a more or less crude 
fashion. Using a graver in selected 
areas, the field of the new master hub 
was cut away. This gives the impres- 
sion of sharper boundaries and devices 
rising higher from the lowered field. 
Perhaps the most obvious effect (and it 
is obvious) is the inside of the eagle's 
wings. In fact, this one area appears 
sharper than the earlier high-relief 
reverse (Variety II). Another difference 
was that the master die made from 
this master hub was itself touched up 
in a rather skillful and delicate manner 
to strengthen the appearance of the 
leaf edges. We term this Variety Him 
("m" for modified). Identifying 
characteristics are shown in Figure 6. 

Some of the characteristics suggest 
Variety II, and for a time I thought 
this variety was somehow related to it 
(as well as appearing to be a transition 
between stages II and III). However, 
these similarities should not be too 
surprising, as the master hubs for Vari- 
eties II and Him were trimmed in a 
similar fashion. 

This artwork was used for approx- 
imately three-fourths of the 1968-S pro- 
duction. Apparently, either some prob- 
lems still remained or the Mint realized 
it already had proof artwork, because 
late in 1968 the original high-relief 
Variety II was used for about one- 
fourth of the year's total production. 
The design seems to be identical to 
the silver Variety II, with one major 
exception — the eagle's five central 
tailfeathers now have center lines 
added in relief, just like Variety III. 

This must have been done on the master 
die; hence, we have Variety Ilb. 

The use of four different master dies 
(lib, IIIa2, mb and Him) for one side of 
a coin type in one year sets a modem 
record — and on limited-mintage proof 
coins at that! 

The output of both the Philadelphia 
and Denver Mints in 1968 was just 
over 50 percent Variety Illb, with the 
remainder being Variety Ilia. I believe 
that both mints produced both Illal 
and ina2 coins, although most of the 
coins in circulation are too indistinct 
to positively identify.

• The inside edges of the eagle's wings are in high relief, higher even than Variety H. 
Once you know where to look, you will find it an extremely obvious clue. 


• The two leaves to the left of the arrow tips appear to have doubled ends, especially 
the leftmost. This is due to the field not being completely cut away from the design, 
leaving a narrow plateau. This is a true example of doublmg caused by modem 
recutting. 

• The barb on the top arrow is virtually gone. Here the field was cut too close. (Not 
cutting close enough gave the same result on Variety n.) 

• The gap between the top arrow tip and adjacent leaf appears to be filled in, an effect 
especially noticeable as the coin is rotated. The top arrow tip is somewhat longer 
than the second arrow tip, while on Variety Illb the top one is noticeably shorter. 

• An outline along the inside tip of the left wing was added. Having made a new 
master hub, the mint needed to make a new master die from it in order to make 
working hubs and dies. Evidently, some minor touch-up was done at this time in a 
very careful and artistic manner, as opposed to that performed on the master hub. 

• The inside edge of the vertical wing sections is outlined in relief, especially the right 
wing. 

• At least nine of the leaves show subtle relief added to strengthen the appearance of 
their edges. The added relief on the left side of the leaf that almost touches the lower 
arrowhead barb has sufficiently bowed out the edge so that the leaf appears con- 
siderably fatter than its Illb predecessor. 


1969 

Proof production of 1969-S quarters 
consisted entirely of Variety Ilb coins, 
as indeed did all production of 1970-72 
San Francisco pieces. Philadelphia 
quarters dated 1969 were also consis- 
tently of one style — Variety Illb. How- 
ever, the Denver Mint, with one of the 
lowest mintages for circulation-strike 


clads, was another story, producing the 
same four varieties from four master 
dies, as San Francisco had in 1968. In 
fact, you can make a case for five 
varieties, because I have detected both 
Illal and IIIa2 quarters. A recent sam- 
pling of 655 1969-D quarters, found in 
a search of 108,000 pieces, showed the 
following distribution: 1969-D Variety 
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VARIETY Illb/m

• The inside feather of the vertical section of the left wing has Illb characteristics in 
that it flows gently into the field. However, it has a strong vertical ridge down the 
center. This ridge runs the entire length of the feather and may be slightly to the 
right or left of center, depending on the amount and direction of rotation between hubbings. 

• The corresponding feather of the right wing has a strong Him outline, while a Illb 
outline is characteristically weak immediately above the leaf. A bit of Illb outline 
shows to the left of the Him outline but is only strong on the few dies with large 
clockwise rotation on the final hubbing. 

• An overlaid top arrowhead and fairly strong top barb appear on all dies for which the 
mb hubbing was clockwise. 



• Most dies show obvious doubling on 
the bottom of the Q of QUARTER. This 
is the easiest point for determining 
the direction of final hubbing, which 
was a mb in all observed instances. 


Ilia, 29.1 percent; 1969-D inb, 58.1 per- 
cent; 1969-D Him, 12.0 percent; and 
1969-D lib, .8 percent. 

I consider the 1969-D Variety II very 
significant because we now have a 
circulation-strike Variety II with no 
corresponding proof from the same 
mint! We also have the 1969-D Illm 
with no corresponding proof anywhere. 
These two varieties from proof dies are 
very distinctive. The very sharp wing 
edges on Him are instantly recogniz- 
able by neophytes once they know 
where to look. I consider the greatest 
difference on Variety lib to be the 
much higher relief. 

Though perhaps not immediately 
noticeable to the imtrained eye, the 
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relief certainly is detectable to the un- 
trained finger. Just pressing, not rub- 
bing, the eagle on the two varieties 
should convince the skeptic. The high 
relief detected in this manner is an ar- 
tifact of the original Variety I galvano 
with the sculpted eagle, rather than 
the result of any effects of Variety II 
field lowering. 

The mystery, then, is how did the 
two proof -only types show up in 
Denver? Alan Herbert has positively 
stated that, at present, proof dies, at 
the end of their proof-making life, are 
sandblasted to remove the mirror 
finish and then put into regular pro- 
duction. We are not sure in which year 
this began. Using the 1971 mint ex- 
p>erience of 2,200 proof coins and 

170.000 business strikes per reverse 
quarter die, we calculate that roughly 

1.000 1968-S Variety Him and 350 
1968-S Variety Ilb dies were used. The 
observed 1969-D production would re- 
quire only about 80 Him and 5 or 6 lib 
dies. So, only a small number of recy- 
cled proof dies made it to Denver, if in 
fact that is what happened. I can come 
up with no other scenarios that make 
as much sense. 

1970 

The most complicated year is 1970. 
Ilia varieties were not made after 1969; 
1970-D quarters are from the three re- 
maining different master dies (lib, Illb 
and Him), with perhaps only three to 
four lib dies used. Suddenly, Philadel- 
phia returned to the use of two master 
dies, resulting in the appearance of a 
small quantity of Him quarters. 
Strangely enough, on most 1970 Him 
Philadelphia quarters the doubling of 
the leaves to the left of the arrows 
looks like continuous extra metal 
rather than a separate plateau or shelf. 
In addition, 1970 saw the sudden ap- 
pearance of dual-hubbed doubled dies 
from both the Philadelphia and Denver 
Mints. The final hubbing seems to be 
a mb variety, since the field is not 
lowered as much as the Him variety. 
We are calling this Variety Illb/m. 

Only one 1970 Philadelphia dual- 
hubbed die seems to exist. However, 
there would need to be about 100 


1970-D dual-hubbed dies just to ex- 
plain the quantity of coins observed in 
circulation. Ed Raser of Maryland has 
noted clockwise, counterclockwise and 
non-rotational varieties, not to men- 
tion different degrees of rotation. Why 
rotation occurred so frequently be- 
tween hubbings is unknown, but it 
would seem to be related to the use of 
the two different hubs, since there 
seems to be no 1970 Illb, Him or lib 
rotated double-die varieties. 

The following Variety Him and Illb 
characteristics are always present on 
Illb/m coins: the outline around the in- 
side of the extreme wing tips is in 
relief like Him; the doubling of the 
two leaves to the left of the arrow tips 
is similar to Him; and the gap from the 
top arrow tip to the leaf is worked 
over the same as Illb. However, the in- 
side edge of the horizontal right wing 
does not appear sharpened, as does Illb. 
Figure 7 illustrates characteristics that 
are unique to Variety Illb/m. 

Most 1970 mint sets contain a 
Denver Ulm quarter. Ed Raser also has 
found Denver Variety Illb/m in mint 
sets, with about 5 percent of these sets 
containing a Variety Illb Denver quar- 
ter. Some examples of highly rotated 
Illb/m varieties have sold for up to $50 
dollars at error/variety auctions. Unfor- 
tunately, a less dramatic doubled die 
quickly loses its appeal after a little 
wear, and I would hesitate to assign 
any premium to circulated copies. 

What is the explanation for what 
was observed in 1970? Perhaps the 
mint forgot that Him was different 
from mb and used the two working 
hubs interchangeably. Quarters dated 
1970 show the following distribution: 

1970 mb, 93.6 percent; 1970-D Illb, 

84.3 percent; 1970 Him, 6.3 percent; 
1970-D Him, 11.2 percent; 1970 Illb/m, 
less than .1 percent; 1970-D Illb/m, 4.4 
percent; 1970 lib, 0 percent; 1970-D lib, 
.1 percent; and 1970-S lib, 100 percent. 

1971 

Comparatively, 1971 was a rather 
quiet year. The use of Him varieties 
seems to have disappeared forever. The 
two varieties employed were lib and 
mb (the Denver Mint was the only

facility to use both dies). Apparently, 
just one lib die was used at Denver, as 
very few specimens (.03 percent) have 
been found and the only three Ilb vari- 
eties I have seen all had an identical 
die crack at the upper right comer of 
M of UNUM. If anyone has a quarter 
with a similar die crack (especially 
1970-S or 197 1-S), please let me know. 

1972 

The year 1972 is a repeat of 1971, 
with very few Denver lib varieties. 
However, they do not have the die 
crack, and thus must be from a dif- 
ferent die than the one used in 1971. I 
have found only two Variety lib coins 
out of 15,500 1972-D pieces (approx- 
imately .01 percent) examined during 
a 12-year search through 600,000 
clad quarters. 

1973 

In 1973 standardization arrived as 
well as a new clad master die. Again a 
descendant of the Illb master die, this 
is termed Variety IIIc and shows dou- 


bling in the same areas, as shown in 
Figure 8. Many details are sharpened in 
a rather cmde manner. The wreath leaf 
edges are so angular as to be unnatural. 
The inside tips of the outer wings are 
outlined in a style reminiscent of Illm. 
For the first time since 1936, all proofs 
and all circulation strikes were pro- 
duced from the same artwork. 

Three other firsts also occurred in 1973. 
The Mint admitted that the proof and 
business-strike quarter reverse dies had 
been different. Circulation quarters 
now stacked correctly, and not since 
1949 had only one reverse master die 
been used in any given year (1974 pro- 
duction also used the Variety IIIc 
master die). However, a modified 
obverse was introduced at this time, 
which caused some difficulty in com- 
pletely filling in the reverse, specifically 
the leaves below the eagle's tail. 

Although this reverse does not con- 
stitute a die variety, you may be able 
to separate 1973 from 1974 issues by 
merely looking at that area. This could 
be one reason why IIIc (or any Variety 
III die) was never used after 1974.

The Bicentennial was fast ap- 
proaching and no quarters are dated 
1975. Production for 1975 was dated 
either 1974 or 1976. Of course, the 

1976 reverse featured the completely 
different Bicentennial design. 

1977 

Another galvano appeared for the 
eagle reverse in 1977 and history 
repeated itself. As in 1965, the relief is 
lower and the design sharper. This is 
termed Variety IV. I know I keep using 


the same phrase, but this variety is the 
sharpest yet. UNITED STATES OF AMER- 
ICA is separated from the wing for the 
first time, as shown in Figure 9. This 
artwork has continued in use until the 
present time (1985). 

Evidently, in 1980 a new master die 
was made from this galvano, or the ex- 
isting master die was modified. Unlike 
earlier examples, there seems to be no 
areas of improvement but instead 
only deterioration. The second arrow 
tip-to-leaf connection is a thin line 
that appears to angle down rather than 
a more solid point that appears to go 
straight across. The left edges of the 
letters in QUARTER DOLLAR seem to 
be beveled. This is especially notice- 
able on the U, and is the reason that 
the serifs on the upper left comer of 
the R's of QUARTER are gone. Thus, 
we have both IVa and IVb varieties, 
with rvb the more common. By 1981 
the second arrow tip-to-leaf connection 
had weakened so that 1979 and 1981 
reverses are easily distinguishable from 
each other. 

As a matter of fact, it is possible to 
narrow down the date of any Washing- 
ton quarter by just examining the 
reverse (see Table 1, which lists, 
without regard to mint, all the years in 
which a master-die variety appeared). 
For the master-die variety enthusiast 
who may wish to collect all varieties

1986 Proof Set Features New Coins 
The 1986 British proof set, now avail- 
able to North American collectors, con- 
tains two new coins — a Northern Ireland 
one-pound piece (the third in a series of 
four regional variants) and a two-pound 
coin commemorating the XIII Common- 
wealth Games to be held in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, in June 1986. The remaining six 
pieces in the set range in denomination 
from one penny to 50 pence. 



Royal Mint Offers ‘"Symbols 
of Nations” 

A series of uncirculated coin collec- 
tions, presented by the British Royal Mint 
under the title ''Symbols of Nations," of- 
fers coinage from nine countries with 
which the Royal Mint has been associ- 
ated — Canada, Cook Islands, Cyprus, 
Guernsey, Maldives, Philippines, St. 
Helena and Ascension Island, Seychelles 
and Vanuatu. The set contains the first 
national coinage for Vanuatu and St. 
Helena and Ascension Island. 

The Guernsey collection is the only set 
to carry the new Raphael Maklouf portrait 
of Queen Elizabeth as the obverse design. 
Coins for Canada, the Cook Islands and 
St. Helena and Ascension Island bear the 
old Arnold Machin portrait of Her Maj- 
esty, and the Philippine coins each have 
different obverses portraying national 
heroes. The obverses for Cyprus, Sey- 
chelles and Vanuatu each show their 
respective national emblem, while the 
Republic of the Maldives features the 
nation's coat-of-arms on only the highest 
denomination, the one-rufiyaa piece. 

Uncirculated sets for the Cook Islands, 
Cyprus, Guernsey, Maldives, St. Helena 
and Ascension Island, Seychelles and 
Vanuatu sell for US$8.75 each; Canada 
and Philippines, $9.95, from the British 
Royal Mint. 



The 22.5mm one-pound coin, designed 
by Leslie Durbin, depicts on its reverse a 
flax plant, an important part of the Irish 
linen industry. The common obverse 
bears the Raphael Maklouf "timeless" 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth II. 

Designed by Norman Sillman, the 
28.4mm two-pound coin features on its 
reverse the Scottish thistle, decorated 
with a laurel wreath superimposed upon 
the Cross of St. Andrew. The edge inscrip- 
tion reads Xin COMMONWEALTH GAMES 
SCOTLAND 1986. 

The eight-coin proof set, limited to a 
mintage of 125,000, is available in red 
Moroccan leather or blue leatherette pre- 
sentation cases, priced at $39.75 and 
$29.75; uncirculated sets and individual 
two-pound coins also are available in 
brilliant uncirculated condition for $9.75 
and $5.95 each from the British Royal 
Mint.

Last “Old Sheqel “ Mint Set Offered 

The Israeli 1985 sheqel mint set, com- 
posed of eight coins struck in brilliant un- 
circulated condition, marks the last year 
of issue of the traditional sheqel denom- 
ination. Israel recently changed to a new 
sheqel denomination that is equivalent to 
1,000 '"old" sheqels. 

Following tradition, six of the coins 
carry designs reminiscent of ancient Ju- 
dean coinage. The 1 sheqel features a chal- 
ice similar to that of the First Revolt silver 
sheqel; the 5 sheqalim bears a double cornu- 
copia; the 10 sheqalim portrays an ancient 
Judean sailing galley; the 50 sheqalim 
bears symbols of the harvest festival; and 
the 100 sheqalim shows the holy temple 
menorah, a design inspired by rare coins 
of the last Maccabean ruler, Antigonus 
Mattathias. A second 100 sheqalim fea- 
tures a menorah together with the inscrip- 
tion HANUKKA. The 50- and 100-sheqalim 
pieces honor Israeli heroes David Ben- 
Gurion and Zev Jabotinski, respectively. 

Limited to a mintage of 12,000, the 
1985 sheqel mint set is priced at US$4.50 
and can be obtained from the Israel Gov- 
ernment Coins and Medals Corporation. 
A three-piece set of obsolete Israeli coins 
will be given free, upon request, to each 
purchaser of the 1985 sheqel set.

New Book Offers Old-Fashioned Entertainment 


One of the favorite books on my shelf 
is Stories to Collect Stamps By by Pat 
Herst. Yes, the key word is stamps, not 
coins — it has nothing to do with numis- 
matics. However, there are no mles that 
a numismatist can't enjoy other hob- 
bies as well! 

Pat Herst, a veteran stamp dealer of 
more than 50 years' standing, has com- 
piled in a single volume a group of sto- 
ries, mostly unrelated, telling of inter- 
esting happenings in the world of 
stamps — historical, personal and tech- 
nical. I have often wished that a com- 
parable volume about coins was avail- 
able, and I have even toyed with the 
idea of writing one — something I still 
may do someday. 

However, a recently published vol- 
ume satisfies my need nicely. It is The 
Other Side of the Coin by Edward C. 
Rochette, a personality who needs no 
introduction to present readers, for he 
served as executive vice president of the 
American Numismatic Association for 
many years. For $9.95 the reader is 
treated to more than 150 pages. The 
chapter titles are intriguing. Take, for 
example, "The World's Most Expensive 
Ice Cream Cone!" or "This is the Year 
of the Ugly!" 

It turns out that the costly ice cream 
cone was such because the owner of an 
1894-S dime, which in recent times has 
been valued at more than $100,000, 
spent the coin decades earlier to buy an 
ice cream cone. The owner of the dime 
was young Hallie Daggett, whose father 
was superintendent of the San Francis- 
co Mint back in 1894, when only 24 ex- 
amples of the 1894-S dime were made. 

"Year of the Ugly" refers to certain 
coins made for the 1984 Summer Olym- 
pics in Los Angeles. While coin designs 
often are controversial, and yesterday's 
ugly duckling can be today's swan (for 
example, in 1878 the Morgan dollar was 
roundly criticized by just about every- 



one, but today it is highly admired), few 
would disagree with Ed Rochette that 
the 1984 Olympic dollar with the head- 
less torsos mounted on pedestals has to 
be the nadir of modem artistry in nu- 
mismatics, although some of the other 
Olympic coins give the piece a mn for 
its money. 

Other chapter titles include "Elsie's 
Grandfather Was a Printer," "The Fish 
that Helped Win the War!," "When 
Marco Polo Told of Money Made From 
Paper, the World Knew He Was Crazy!," 
"Fallout in Your Pocket!" and "The 
Purrfect Answer." Suspecting that the 
last title might have to do with cats, I 
turned to page 73 to find that my hunch 
was correct. With tongue in cheek, Ed 
Rochette recommends that a cat be 
used as a motif for a commemorative 
coin, in view of the millions of cat lov- 
ers in our country. "One quarter of the 
voting members of Congress include cat 
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food on their weekly grocery list/' ac- 
cording to the author. Such a coin 
would not be without controversy, he 
hastens to note, observing that some 
might prefer Garfield, while others 
might opt for Heathcliff or Morris or 
Fritz or even Sylvester. 

All in all, the book contains 100 dif- 
ferent stories. Each is quick reading — 
some take 60 seconds, and longer ones 
are apt to take no more than two or three 
minutes. So here is a book you can take 
with you, read during an idle moment, 
put down and then pick up again with- 
out losing track of what's happening. 

I have always maintained that coin 
collecting has many appeals, including 
art, history, romance and investment. 
But in recent times the investment 
aspect has overshadowed just about 


everything else. Here is a book that 
doesn't tell you how to invest, how to 
turn $1,000 into $1,000,000 in your 
spare time, or any of that sort of stuff. 
Rather, it provides a lot of good old- 
fashioned enjoyment and a lot of fun 
with coins. Somehow, that makes the 
book quite special. For my money, here 
is a book that would be cheap at twice 
the price. 

Perhaps part of Ed Pochette's enthu- 
siasm and love of history came from the 
late Maurice Gould, to whom he dedi- 
cates the volume. "Maury never took 
himself too seriously and had a conta- 
gious sense of humor," Ed writes. "He 
made being a coin collector fun” 

If you're looking for fun in your hob- 
by, run, don't walk, to your nearest coin 
dealer and get a copy of this book!

Confused About Capital Losses? 


While losses resulting from sales of 
coins held as a hobby-related collection 
are not deductible, losses resulting from 
the sale of numismatic investments 
will receive capital-loss treatment on 
your tax return. Thus, if investment- 
related coins are held for more than six 
months, a sale will result in a long-term 
capital loss. Correspondingly, if such 
coins are held for six months or less, a 
sale or other taxable disposal will result 
in a short-term capital loss. 

Generally, a net capital loss is partial- 
ly or fully deductible from gross in- 
come. The maximum deduction for a 
net short-term loss is limited to $3,000; 
however, if one's taxable income is less 
than $3,000, the maximum capital-loss 
deduction is restricted to this reduced 
amount. Any capital loss in excess of 


This limitation cannot be deducted in 
the year the loss occurs but can be car- 
ried over indefinitely to later tax years. 

For example, assume Rudy Sims has 
a $9,600 short-term capital loss result- 
ing from numismatic sales, and his 
1985 taxable income, computed with- 
out regard to this loss, is $50,000. When 
filing his 1985 tax return, Sims may 
only deduct $3,000 of short-term capital 
loss. The remaining $6,600 loss can be 
carried over to later tax years. 

While the $3,000 limitation also ap- 
plies to net long-term capital losses, the 
annual deduction is modified. With 
long-term losses, only 50 percent of the 
net loss can be taken into account in 
computing the deduction. 

Thus, if Rudy Sims had a $9,600 long- 
term capital loss, he would still be al- 
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lowed to deduct $3,000 on his 1985 tax 
return, but his capital loss carryover 
would be computed as follows: 

Long-term capital loss $9,600 

Amount used in 1985 in order 6,000 
to claim a $3,000 deduction 

Capital loss carryover $3,600 

If an individual has both short- and 
long-term capital losses occurring in the 
same year, the computation is more 
confusing. In such cases, to determine 
the amount of loss carryover, you first 
apply the short-term losses (on a dollar- 
for-dollar basis), even if they occurred 
after the long-term loss. Then long-term 
losses ($2 long-term capital loss for 
every $ 1 of deduction) are applied up to 
the $3,000 limit. 

For example, Mary Lewis has $40,000 
taxable income. She also has $1,200 of 
short-term capital losses and $5,500 of 
long-term capital losses. In 1985 her 
capital-loss deduction would be:

deduction 

Short-term capital loss 1,200 

Allowable capital loss deduc- 1,800* 
tion remaining for 1985 

Capital loss carryover $1,900 


• Because it takes $2 of long-term capital loss for 
each $ 1 deduction, Mary would use $3,600 of her 
$5,500 long-term capital loss in order to reach the 
$1,800 deduction limit. The remaining long-term 
capital loss of $1,900 is available as a carryover. 

If you are carrying over capital losses 
from more than one year, you must 
deduct the earlier losses first. When car- 
ried to other years, net capital losses 
always retain their original short-term 
or long-term character. 

One final note: as indicated above, 
short-term losses are generally more ad- 
vantageous than long-term losses since 
they are not subject to the 50-percent 
deduction restriction. Thus, where a 
capital loss appears certain, it may be 
beneficial to dispose of the asset before 
it becomes long-term.

Questions Most Asked About Coin Preservation 


Q* What is PVC and how can it affect 
my coins? 

A. Polyvinyl chloride, known as PVC, 
is a basic plastic used in many flip-type 
holders. Holders made of PVC often con- 
tain softeners or plasticizers that can be 
affected by heat and natural or fluores- 
cent light. Two problems for coins oc- 
cur as this type of holder decomposes. 
First, the softeners attack a coin, form- 
ing the dreaded ''green slime." Second, 
PVC breakdown liberates hydrogen 
chloride gas, which can combine with 
moisture in the air to form hydrochloric 
acid, a compound obviously detrimen- 
tal to coins. 

Finally, most coins I've seen with 
problems relating to PVC holders are 
those with substantial copper content. 


accounting for the "green" in green 
slime. By the way, PVC coin holders 
have "attacked" 3-cent nickel pieces 
through polyethylene holders, which 
themselves are safe for coins. 

Q. Are PVC holders ever an acceptable 
means of storage? 

A. Although this answer might ruffle 
some purists, PVC holders are the 
choice of professionals for coin show 
use, because coins offered for sale might 
be examined repeatedly and stiff hold- 
ers can damage a coin's high points if 
one is not careful when removing a 
piece. Also, PVC holders do not show 
scratches on the holder (which might 
be mistaken for scratches on a coin), as 
do harder plastics. 
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Q. What type of holders are safe for 
long-term storage? 

A. Several varieties of holders are 
deemed inert and non-reactive when 
used for extended storage. 

Polyethylene. A translucent, soft 
plastic used in manufacturing roll 
tubes, polyethylene is often used in 
coin storage bags, which have a long 
track record of safety, except when 
used in conjunction with PVC flips. 

Polystyrene. A hard, brittle, clear 
plastic compound used in some proof 
set holders, snap-together holders and 
most roll tubes, polystyrene has 
proved safe for long-term storage. 

Acrylic. This clear, rigid plastic, also 
known as plexiglass or Incite, is non- 
reactive and used mainly for high- 
priced individual coins. The term 
'^Capital holder" often is used to 
denote any of this type of holder pop- 
ularized by the manufacturer. Capi- 
tal Plastics. 

Polyethylene derivations. Primarily 
found as polyethylene terepthalate 
(known as polyester or Mylar, Kodar, 
etc.), this stiff, clear plastic is inert 
and widely used in a brand of coin 
flips called "Saflips," which are ex- 
cellent for long-term storage and 
coin album slides. However, the 
hardness of the slides have ac- 
counted for "slidemarks," fine hair- 
line scratches caused by the edge of 
the slide abrading a coin's high 
points in an album. 

Cellulose Triacetate. Manufactured 
from wood instead of petroleum, cel- 
lulose triacetate has proved safe for 
long-term storage, as demonstrated 
by a form-fitting capsule called "Koin- 
tain." For long-term storage, these 
are the holders of choice of many col- 
lectors, investors and dealers. 

Q. How can I determine if my holders 
contain PVC or plasticizers? 

A. Generally, if the holder is easily 
flexible, it probably is undesirable for 
long-term storage. When purchasing 


holders, make sure they are composed 
of the safe materials listed. 

A simple flame-test can determine 
the presence of PVC. A fine copper wire 
heated until red hot is touched to the 
plastic so that a little of it melts onto 
the end of the wire. When heated, the 
plastic will ignite — a green flame in- 
dicates PVC compounds. Other plastics 
produce colorless or yellow flame. 

Q. Can outside factors hurt a coin 
through a "safe" holder? 

A. Yes. Numerous coins have been ir- 
reparably harmed by wrapping their 
holders in mbber bands. The sulfur in 
rubber bands will create a black line 
across a coin, right through many hold- 
ers. The line cannot be removed by 
even the most judicious dipping. 

Q. Should dips containing acid ever be 
used on coins? 

A. A basic rule of thumb is that any 
coin can be dipped, but once dipped it 
cannot be "undipped." In my opinion, 
more coins have been mined by coin 
dips than helped. 

The choice is yours. Most profes- 
sionals prefer original surfaces, but if 
you feel the burning, unquenchable 
desire to dip, consult an expert. 

Q. Is a trichlorotrifluoroethane (TF) dip 
harmful to coins? 

A. Not if it contains pure TF with no 
traces of acid and if it is used properly. 
You should experiment with cheap 
coins all of the same metal and condi- 
tion before using any chemical product 
on valuable pieces. 

TF is a fluorocarbon and, as such, will 
remove only surface contamination. It 
will not react with surface metal, as do 
coin dips. TF is available under the 
brand name "Dissolve" from many coin 
supply outlets. 

Q. How should coins that have been 
immersed in a liquid be dried? 

A. Air drying is best. Never wipe a 
coin; even traces of dust wiped across 
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a coin's surface can leave hairline 
scratches. If more rapid drying is re- 
! quired, press the coin into a soft diaper 
' or paper towel. As always, experiment 
with cheap coins before trying to dry ex- 
pensive ones. 

Q. Are there any dramatic demonstra- 
tions that illustrate these points? 

A. Any chemical demonstration 
should be performed only in a well-ven- 
! tilated area by someone experienced in 
i proper lab technique and safety proce- 
: dures. I like to put a jar of coin dip in 
a glass bowl and immerse a few 1943 
cents in it. The zinc coating of the cents 
fizzes like Alka Seltzer. All metals react 
like this, but at varying rates. The bub- 
bling is a result of acid attacking sur- 
face-metal flow lines (which are the

principal source of luster), thus reduc- 
ing a coin's attractiveness. 

Q. I've always wondered what the real 
chemical name is of H-907, the "mira- 
cle" additive in a certain coin dip? 

A. Good question. It has caused me 
many a sleepless night, too.

■Those who have been reading numis- 
matic vignettes recently don't need to 
be apprised of my concern about the 
ANA'S trend, as I see it, of emphasiz- 
ing the commercial aspects of numis- 
matics more and more. Please keep in 
mind as you read this, if you do con- 
tinue, that I am emphatically not "anti- 
dealer" — some of my best friends have 
been, or are, long-time dealers. How- 
ever, some of today's "professional nu- 
mismatists," especially those who will 
show you how to make big money if 
you'll just buy their items or follow the 
advice their newsletters offer, show ut- 
ter disregard for good business ethics. 

Of course, there's the other side of the 
coin (many medals are uniface, but 
practically all coins have "the other 
side"). It has always been my conten- 
tion that collectors should build their 
collections of high-grade material 
bought at reasonable prices so that, over 
the years, some appreciation in value 
may be expected. In some instances one 
may be justified in buying above market 
price, but these are the exceptions. 

"Collect what the other fellow does 

not" is sound advice, and is likely to 
result in good buys. Collect items that 
have aesthetic appeal to you, or have 
historic or other significance. Leave the 
"hot" items to others. 

Allow me, please, to relate a few per- 
sonal experiences as examples. Thirty- 
four years ago I bought a 1^2 proof set 
for $36, the year being a significant one 
in my life. I still have it. How much 
would you value it today? A year earlier 

I bought a choice Libertas Americana 
medal for $8.50, and, five years later, I 
purchased for $15 a large-size Hudson- 
Fulton medal, which an auction cata- 
loger now estimates at $300. 

During the 1960s I was offered and 
bought a number of proof Illinois (my 
native state) pre-Civil War bank notes, 
each with a matching vignette die 
proof, for $20 apiece. In a recent auction 
they brought from $350 to $500 each, 
two bringing four-digit amounts. 

You're correct to assume that these 
few examples are outstanding ones, but 
even at worst the value of practically 
all such items purchased from 20 to 40 
years ago has kept up with inflation. 
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You'll note that they were not popular 
items at the time of purchase. 

In my book there are two kinds of 
coin collectors: those who collect for 
the profit they hope to make and those 
whose aim is the enjoyment of owning 
and studying good numismatic mate- 
rial. The ANA should, I believe, appeal 
to and foster those in the latter group 
without discouraging sagacious eyeing 
of long-term gain. 

■As an organization, the ANA is odd, 
unconventional and unorthodox (I'd say 
unique, but I'm a purist when it come 
to the use of that word). Let's look at 
a few examples. 

Most of us agree that we need more 
members and that we should make our- 
selves known and try to appeal to the 
noncollecting public. Until recently, a 
nonmember subscription to The Numis- 
matist (for individuals as well as 
schools and public libraries) cost the 
same or less than regular membership 
dues. We have lost several hundred sub- 
scriptions since the annual rate was in- 
creased from $15 to $28, while dues 
have increased from $15 to only $21 in 
the last three years. Certainly, ANA expo- 
sure in these places has decreased. 

The Association's federal charter gives 
the Board of Governors "the power to 
make such prudential bylaws and reg- 
ulations as they may deem proper for 
[its] management and control . . ." Does 
it make sense that 28 percent of the 
bylaws relate to the election of officers 
(who write the bylaws), yet no provision 
is made for specific educational activi- 
ties, which supposedly are one of the 
primary objectives of the Association? 

From time to time, individuals and 
groups within the ANA, including its 
Board of Governors and headquarters 
staff, come up with some valuable sug- 
gestions that, if activated, would be 
good for the Association. Maybe it's 
unimportant, but most of these sugges- 
tions do not come to the attention of 
the sustaining members. An example of 
this is furnished by the minutes of a re- 
cent Roundtable gathering, which fail 
to record any names, either of the sug- 
gesters or executers. In addition, there 


is no provision for recording or report- 
ing any action that might result. 

■ One of the most fascinating Ameri- 
can business successes started when 
Charles Lewis Tiffany, with a borrowed 
$500, opened a little stationery store on 
Broadway in New York City. The de- 
velopment of the store to its present 
size and position of prestige creates a 
story that is "stranger than fiction," if 
that phrase was ever applicable to any 
true account. There is a book titled The 
Tiffany Touch that is not only factual, 
but entrancing, too. 

In theory, there should be parallels 
between Tiffany's and the numismatic 
hobby; in practice, such similarities are 
hard to find. Tiffany Company has 
adhered rigidly to its policy of making 
and selling merchandise of the highest 
quality only and, of course, in unques- 
tionable good taste. No "short orders" 
are accepted — if you can't wait for the 
Tiffany estimated-delivery date or feel 
that the price is too high, the firm will 
suggest another possible source if you 
so request. 

The following tidbit of food for 
thought is from Purtell's The Tiffany 
Touch, published in 1972: 

The grading of diamonds is a minor 
art, takes excellent eyesight, long prac- 
tice and, in the case of Tiffany's, pre- 
determined standards which it had set 
long before the FTC stepped into the 
picture. In judging diamonds as to col- 
or, i.e., whiteness, the firm has used 
four "grading stones," each of two car- 
ats, for the past forty years. 

Tiffany & Company did strike some 
medals over the years. At least five of 
V.D. Brenner's pieces, from 1897-1914, 
bear the firm's name. 


■Collecting medals is more popular 
and widespread than many coin collec- 
tors may realize. However, the percent- 
age of medal collectors among so-called 
numismatists and coin collectors has 
decreased since about 1960, when the 
pecuniary aspect became increasingly 
dominant. You're not likely to get rich 
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dealing in medals, unless, of course, you 
produce and sell ''limited" issues of 
shiny showpieces. 

So, why do I collect medals? With few 
exceptions, my medal collection is com- 
posed of artistically good pieces, many 
by eminent medalists, and especially 
those relating to important events and 
persons. A medal should not require 
any auxiliary explanation to facilitate 
understanding of its purpose, although 
background data are often desirable. 

One of my medals pictures the back 
of a seated woman in the buff. It is uni- 
face and has no name or legend. It's just 
a pleasing medallic work by a Canadian 
lady sculptor, given to me by a friend — 
and I understand it without an engraved 
explanation. 

Medals, even the rarer ones, are far 
less expensive than comparable coins. 
One of Brenner's finest portrait/com- 
memorative medals, of which only 308 
were produced, can be had in silver in 
perfect condition for less than $500. 

Relatively few medals (excluding the 
recent shiny showpieces) are produced 
in proof condition, hence they can be 
handled carefully but without the ex- 
treme care required of proof coins. I like 
the idea that I can ''reach out and touch." 

The basic and most significant advan- 
tage medals have over coins is that the 
medalist is not restricted by legal re- 
quirements that are imposed on the 
coiner. In most cases the size and shape 
of the medal or plaque can be chosen 
to accommodate and enhance the art- 
ist's design. 

The design of a coin must be such 
that it will reproduce suitably on the 
planchet in a high-speed press. Medals 
usually are struck at slow speed and, in 
some cases, may receive multiple strikes 
to bring up high-relief designs. 

In some ways, medals are like paint- 
ings or other graphic art works. They 
exude fragments of the artist's concep- 
tion of his design. Each medal has* a per- 
sonality of its own, and subject matters 
are practically unlimited. If not mis- 
handled, medals have an indefinite life. 
They do not fade and may be washed 
to remove loose dust and grime. 

I like medals — shouldn't you?

Altered 1904-S Dollar Displays Uncommon Technique 


An interesting and unusual coin ex- 
amined by the ANA Certification Service 
was an altered 1904-S dollar. Authen- 
ticators immediately realized that the 
piece was not typical, but a second look 
was necessary to determine exactly why 
it was unusual. 

By all appearances it was an authentic 
coin, and its weight was well within 
tolerance of the genuine mint product. 
There was no trace of a seam at the mint- 
mark, suggesting that it had not been 
added. However, the mintmark was not 
the style of 1904 but that of earlier dollars 
(1879-1900). 

Skillfully, the reverse of a 1904-0 dollar 
was hollowed out and the reverse of an 
S-mint dollar of the 1879-1900 period art- 
fully set in its place, creating the 1904-S 
piece. The seam where the obverse and re- 
verse were joined was well hidden in the 
denticles along the rim. 



S mintmark is the genuine style and product of 
the U.S. mint but is medium-size and rounded 
with pointed serifs, characteristic of 1879-1900 
dollars.

Florence M. Schook, ANA president and 
chairwoman of the Young Numismatist 
Program, has announced that 13 awards 
will be presented at the ANA's 95th Anni- 
versary Convention in Milwaukee in con- 
nection with the Young Numismatist 
Program. These awards are sponsored by 
the ANA, affiliated organizations and in- 
dividuals interested in encouraging the 
participation of youngsters in numismat- 
ics. The awards are designated as follows; 

1 . Abe Kosoff Memorial Literary Award 

2. Gould Memorial Literary Award 

3. Ray Byrne Memorial Literary Award 

4. Florence Schook Outstanding Young 
Numismatist Award 

5. Outstanding Adult Advisor Award 

6. Charles H. Wolfe YN Best of Show 
Exhibit Award 

7. Gordon Z. Greene Memorial U.S. Ex- 
hibit Award 

8. James L. Betton Foreign Exhibit Award 

9. Kurt Krueger Paper Money Exhibit 
Award 

10. Melissa Van Grover Israel or Judaic 
Exhibit Award 

11. Arlie Slabaugh Medals/Tokens Ex- 
hibit Award 

12. Charles H. Wolfe Medieval/ Ancient 
Exhibit Award 

13. Alan Fierbert Error/Variety Exhibit 
Award 

Respectively, rules and qualifications 
for the individual awards are as follows: 

1) This award will be presented to the 
Young Numismatist who writes the best 
essay or gives the best talk on a nu- 
mismatic subject. Information may be 
gathered from original research or various 
sources, but credit must be given by the 
author for reference material. Original 
conclusions are encouraged, particularly 
when logically presented. Manuscripts 
will be judged for content, general interest 
and literary excellence. 

2) This educational award will be be- 
stowed upon the junior author of the best 


article submitted. Each entrant must have 
conducted in-depth research for his or her 
area of interest, going beyond informa- 
tion previously published in standard 
numismatic reference works, and must 
demonstrate individual and specialized 
involvement with the topic. The article 
may or may not have been submitted to 
a local, state or regional organization in 
competition or for publication. 

3) Qualifications and rules for this 
award are the same as the preceding (2) 
except that the article must have been 
published in The Numismatist, Coin 
World, Numismatic News or another ac- 
credited numismatic publication. 

4) Selection of the Outstanding Young 
Numismatist shall be made on a similar 
basis as the ANA award for Outstanding 
Club Representative, that is, a cumulative 
point system that rates the nominee's ser- 
vice to numismatics. Eligibility shall be 
on a local, state or regional basis, and 
nominations may be made by any ANA 
individual or club member. The criteria 
by which points will be awarded include 
talks presented before numismatic or 
educational groups, published papers (in- 
cluding those printed in local publica- 
tions), enthusiasm in the hobby and 
leadership in local numismatic circles. 

5) This award will be given to the adult 
judged to have contributed most toward 
the encouragement of young numisma- 
tists. Nominations may be made by ANA 
individual or club members or by edu- 
cators. The qualities to be considered in 
awarding points are time devoted; knowl- 
edge; educational contributions such as 
books, papers, etc.; leadership in ethical 
and moral standards; and the ability to 
organize, attract new members to the 
hobby, etc. Monetary contributions will 
not be considered a basis for this award. 

6) ANA junior members may enter ex- 
hibits in Class C at the annual ANA con- 
vention. This award will be presented to 
the young numismatist whose exhibit in 
this class is judged best in accordance with 
exhibit rules; identical standards applying 
to adult exhibits will prevail. Young Nu- 
mismatist exhibitors shall mount, prepare 
and place their own exhibits. 
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The qualifications and rules pertaining 
to the remaining awards are identical to 
those of the preceding award (6) with the 
exception that each is a specialized cate- 
gory of numismatics: 

7) Gordon Z. Greene Memorial Award — 
only exhibits of United States material 
will be considered in competition. 

8) James L. Betton Award — only ex- 
hibits of foreign coinage will be con- 
sidered in competition. 

9) Kurt Krueger Award — only exhibits 
of U.S. or foreign paper money will be con- 
sidered in competition. 

10) Melissa Van Grover Award — only 
exhibits of Israel or Judaic numismatic 
material will be considered in competi- 
tion. In the event no exhibits qualify, the 
award may be given to a deserving exhibit 
at the discretion of the judges. 

11) Arlie Slabaugh Award — only ex- 
hibits of medals and/or tokens will be 
considered in competition. 

12) Charles H. Wolfe Award — only ex- 
hibits of medieval, ancient and related 


numismatic material will be considered 
in competition. 

13) Alan Herbert Award — only exhibits 
of error varieties, etc., will be considered 
in competition. 


Candidates for YN awards must be jun- 
ior members of the ANA (between 1 1 and 
17 years of age) at the time their article 
or exhibit is entered, and all achievements 
must be original. No limits are placed on 
the length of submitted articles, but an ar- 
ticle can be entered in only one category.

American Numismatic Association members are encouraged to express their opinions 
about a wide range of subjects, including ANA services and activities, satisfaction 
with the ANA, and other areas of collecting interest, in a mail survey distributed early 
this year. 

Executive Director Ruthann Brettell notes, "'We are vitally interested in our members 
and their numismatic activities. This survey and others to follow reflect our commit- 
ment to learn more about our members and to listen to their views on a variety of 
numismatic topics. 

'"Several more membership surveys, each designed to cover various ANA activities 
and topics, are planned for 1986," she said. Survey results will be used to evaluate current 
activities, initiate new programs and determine future ANA plans and policies. 

The survey is being mailed to a statistically significant sample of ANA members.
